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CLOVER SICKNESS. 


Clover sickness is a general term 


used to describe a condition of land 
where clover once grew well but now 
refuses to grow. There is usually no 
trouble in getting a stand. The trouble 
is in keeping it. It is not peculiar to 
the United States. We visited four 
or five of the European countries and 
in every one of them we found prac- 
tically the same condition existing. 
We visited Sir John B. Lawes’ place 
twelve years ago and he told us that 
it was impossible to secure a stand 
of clover that would last two years 


except in a rotation of say six or seven 


years. We found this condition of 
things to exist in England, Ireland, 
Scotland, Belgium, and _ Holland. 


Singularly enough alsike clover would 





there comes a heavy rain, the soil 
particles are run together, forming a 
kind of paste, a crust forms on the 
surface, and the plants perish for want 
of air. The soil is simply out of physi- 
cal condition, and while it will grow 
other crops such as corn or the grains, 
it will not support as tender a plant 
as young clover or alfalfa. In fact, 
this term “clover sick’ is very un- 
fortunate, because it leads. the mind 
off on the wrong scent. 

Each year as cattle feeding becomes 
less profitable, which it is becoming 
in considerable areas, this waste of 
humus content must go on and the 
land refuse to grow clover, which, if 
it could be grown, would be one of 
the most efficient means of improving 
or regenerating the soil. 


Second—There is a good deal of 








Third—Beyond any doubt or ques- 
tion one great cause of so-called clover 
sickness is the acidity of the soil. 
All soils that have been farmed hard 
for a great number of years are in- 
clined to become acid. The bacteria 
upon which clover and all the legumes 
depend for so much of their nitrogen 
will not live in acid soils. Whether 
the soil is acid or not may be deter- 
mined in five minutes by any boy ten 
years old or over at a cost of five 
cents if he will simply go to the drug 
store, get some blue litmus paper, 
take a spade, insert it in the soil, and 
on drawing it out slip in a piece of 
this litmus paper about an inch 
square. If it turns red the soil is 
acid. What then? 

Correct the acidity of the soil by the 
use of either lime or ground limestone 





must be something deeper than the 
most careful experimenters have 
found out. One of the singular things 
about clover growing in the old coun- 
tries is that where clover absolutely 
refuses. to grow other legumes will 
grow with the greatest luxuriance. 
This shows that the soil is not acid 
or non} of them would gfow. It 
shows that the soil must be in physical 
condition or else these other legumes 
would not thrive. Our conclusion, 
therefore, is that while our scientists 
have thrown a good deal of light on 
the subject they have not yet ascer- 
tained the ‘yottom facts. 





MATING TIME IN THE STOCK YARD. 
Farmers who wish to have healthy 


youngsters, whether of lambs or pigs, 
next year would do well to give a 
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hrive where the land was “clover 
ick” so far as red clover was con- 
erned. Similar complaints have ap- 
eared for the last twenty years from 
1e eastern states and are now ap- 
earing in the corn and grass states 


f the west. When a stand of clover 
‘fuses to hold, men say the land is 
‘lover sick.” 


The subject has been studied pretty 
oroughly by farmers and by the ex- 
riment stations for the last four or 
'e years, and it can be safely stated 
at some causes for this so-called 
ver sickness have been definitely 
scertained. We do no not think, how- 
er, that the problem has been fully 
lved, and in the following we simply 
ate our conclusions. 
First—A good deal of land is what 
known as clover sick simply be- 
use the humus content of the soil 
has been wasted by bad farming. This 
especially true in soils that contain 
large percentage of clay. When 
clover is nicely started on these lands 





land in the United States, especially 
in the eastern and older sections, 
where clover would grow well enough 
provided the land had a taste of good 
farming. If clover growers would use 
the methods which are successful in 
growing alfalfa in the alfalfa regions 
they would not have very much diffi- 
culty in securing a stand of clover 
on lands so-called clover sick. In the 
first place give the land garden cul- 
ture, prepare the very finest possible 
seed bed, then give the clover the full 
use of the land, or, if a nurse crop is 
used, let it be merely thick enough to 
discourage the weeds. Otherwise mow 
down the weeds about three times dur- 
ing the season. Treated in either of 
these ways many lands which are said 
to be clover sick will bear a magnifi- 
cent crop for the next two _ years. 
There are a great many lands that are 
not only clover sick but corn sick and 
grain sick which would show robust 
health if they were given garden cul- 
ture instead of the ordinary field culture. 








at the rate of 500 pounds to the acre. 
This has been thoroughly worked out 
by the experiment stations of Illinois 
and Ohio during the last two or three 
years. Acidity isssometimes caused 
by plowing under a heavy mass of 
green stuff, such as rye or second crop 
clover, and it is for this reason that 
we have never recommended this 
practice. Sound farm practice involves 
the keeping of live stock, feeding the 
coarse products to them, and then 
carefully hauling out and applying the 
manure with a manure spreader. You 
can not quite keep your cake and eat 
it, too, on this process, but you can 
eat your cake and Keep three-quarters 
of it. 

We would not like to go on record as 
saying these are all the causes of 
clover sickness. If our experience had 
been limited to this country we would 
say so, but we do not yet understand 
why it is that in the countries above 
mentioned it is not possible to grow 
clover except in the rotation. There 





little attention to their live stock 
about mating time. The attention re- 
quired is not much but all-important, 
and that is to have both sires and 
dams of their class in a growing, im 
proving condition, taking on flesh. Ii 
never pays to breed a half-starved ewe 
or a ewe from which a lamb has just 
been weaned. The system is in no 
fit condition. The ewes should be fed 
grain if necessary for two or three 
weeks before this period in order that 
they may be increasing in strength 
and weight and constitutional vigor. 

The same may be said of brood sows, 
and, in fact, of every other female 
that is mated on the farm. There is 
no time at which a little grain can be 
sold to the ewe or the brood sow with 
greater profit than for two or three 
weeks previous to mating.

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THE GRAIN BUYER AND THE 
FARMER. 


A Jackson county, Illinois, sub- 


scriber writes: 

“Your article in the paper of Sep- 
tember 16th, under the head of “Wal- 
laces’ Farmer and the Grain Buyer,” 
has set_me to thinking that our grain 
buyers in southern Illinois would do 
well to subscribe for your valuable 
paper. I drive up with a load of wheat 
and out comes the grain buyer, climbs 
on the wagon, opens a sack, takes his 
little ‘yaller’ bucket, pours the wheat 
in very lightly (to keep it from strain- 
ing’ I suppose), and says that my 
wheat tests fifty-six pounds to the 
bushel and is worth 96 cents. I ask 
him how much it must test to get the 
best price, or $1.00 per bushel, and he 
says fifty-eight pounds. Now, when it 
tests fifty-nine, sixty, or sixty-one 
pounds to the bushel, as it sometimes 
does, why should I not have more for 
it than if it only tests fifty-eight 
pounds? The farmers do not under- 
stand the little ‘yaller’ bucket busi- 
ness. Please enlighten us.” 

The habit of docking the price when 
wheat tests under fifty-eight pounds, 
but giving no premium when it tests 
sixty pounds and over, is not peculiar 
to the grain buyers of southern Illi- 
nois. It is done right here in Des 
Moines and within sight of the Wal- 
laces’ Farmer building. To our mind, 
it is all wrong, and foolish in the 
bargain. If the grain buyer is to 
prosper permanently, he should do his 
best to make the farmer prosper, and, 
therefore, should encourage him to 
grow the best quality of grains of all 
kinds, not by word merely nor by sell- 
ing him at a high price, or at a reason- 
able price, the best qualities of seed, 
but by paying him what his superior 
quality of grain is worth. The policy 
which has been pursued heretofore by 
the grain buyers of Iowa and adjoin- 
ing states, and is we fear now being 
pursued by some of them, of giving the 
same old price for good, bad, and in- 
different, tends to discourage the bet- 
ter class of farmers and put a premium 
on carelessness and lack of enterprise. 

Grain dealers tell us that last year, 
when the oats in Iowa were of a very 
poor quality, they paid the same price 
for oats that weighed twenty pounds to 
the bushel and twenty-eight pounds, 
and by mixing them got a standard 
of twenty-four pounds. Solomon once 
seemed to be in doubt to know which 
was the meanest man, he that gave 
to the rich or he that robbed the poor. 
The merchant that gives no more for 
twenty-eight pound oats that are four- 
teen pounds hull and fourteen pounds 
of meal than he does for twenty 
pounds of oats that are fourteen 
pounds hull and six pounds of meal is 
simply robbing the good farmer and 
encouraging the poor or unfortunate 
farmer and trying to bring himself out 
with a whole skin; the old, old trick 
worked by grocers twenty years ago 
of giving the same price for first-class 
butter made by a cleanly, intelligent 
farmer’s wife that he gave for butter 
but little better than soap grease and 
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which he himself sold for soap grease. 

The grain dealers had _ better 
broaden out and understand that their 
own permanent prosperity rests upon 
the prosperity of the farmers and that 
the prosperity of the grain farmer 
rests on growing large crops of first- 
class grain and selling it on its merits. 
The man who docks wheat weighing 
less than fifty-eight pounds and pays 
no premium on wheat weighing over 
fifty-eight pounds is simply committing 
not highway robbery but robbery none 
the less, and a very foolish kind of 
robbery at that. 





FENCE BUILDING AS A CONGRES- 
SIONAL MEANS OF GRACE. 


We are all poor, weak sinners, and 
need various instrumentalities known 
by the preachers as “means of grace” 
to keep us braced up to the proper 
standard of living. The ordinary 
farmer has his church services on the 
Sabbath, prayer meeting one night in 
the week, private reading of the 
Scriptures, secret prayer, and family 
worship, besides his religious news- 
paper and the Sabbath school lesson 
in Wallaces’ Farmer. In addition he 
receives further Providential bracing 
up in the way of sickness brought on 
by his own negligence or carelessness 
and financial losses when he monkeys 
with get-rich-quick schemes advertised 
in some cheap and nasty newspaper. 

The congressman has all these, of 
course, but he needs more “means of 
grace” than the farmer because he is 
subject to greater temptations. He is 
away from home most of the time; far 
away from the bracing moral influence 
of the farm; away down in Washing- 
ton surrounded by all sorts of luxury 
and extravagance, breathing a corrup- 
tion laden atmosphere, and surrounded 
by persuasive male and alluring female 
lobbyists. He sometimes sees his 
brother congressman getting rich on 
a salary which barely covers his ex- 
penses. He is sometimes offered tips 
on the stock market. He is flattered 


as a man of wonderful force and far- | 


reaching influence until in the course 
of time he is apt to adopt uncon- 
sciously the airs and the manners of 
the plutocrat and forgets the man who 
made him and “the hole of the pit 
whence he was digged.” Do not blame 
the poor man. He is made out of very 
common clay; the cloth from which 
the farmer was cut. He has been 
under strong temptation and needs 
some special “means of grace.” 

We know of no means of grace bet- 
ter calculated to brace him up and 
enable him to resist temptation than 
the necessity of “looking after his 
fences” every two years, and if the 
farmer is at all concerned in the well 
doing of his servant—the congressman 
—he will apply this means by making 
it necessary for him to spend three 
months of every other year in con- 
gressional fence building. This will 
bring him back in the autumn days 
when the corn is ripening on the stalk 
and the apples in the orchard, when 
the grapes hang lush from the vine, 
and the click of the corn binder and 
the hum of the thrashing machine are 
heard, when he can as he goes around 
repairing his fences taste of the sim- 
ple and bountiful fare of the country 


folk and can sympathize with the | 











farmer who has lost his hogs with | 


cholera,* his wheat with rust, and 
whose cornfield lies prostrate by an 
untimely wind storm. The average 
congressman must see all this “lest 
he forget” the man who made him. 

It is important that this fence build- 
ing be made strictly personal—be done 
by the congressman himself. If not, 
how can he know either the heart or 


the legislative wants of the farmer? ' 
For the congressman, if permitted, | 


will usually set others to work to re- 


pair his fences and let them who do | 


not need it so much enjoy this “means 
of grace.” He practically appoints 
the postmasters, and by these appoint- 
ments can control the party press in 
each town by giving the postoffice to 
the editor or one of his friends. This 


for strictly personal use~ Even the 
farmer can: not go to heaven on his 
wife’s religion. He must repent and 
believe and be converted by his own 
conscious act. Much less can the con- 
gressman be kept in right lines by 
employing either corporations or news- 
papers to keep up his fences. The 
farmers, if they really love their con- 
gressman and would get any good out 
of him must make it necessary that 
he spend at least three months in two 
years in close touch with the horny 
hand of the son of toi:. If he has to 
kick down the fences and allow the 
opposition candidate to browse in 
these pastures, he had better do it in 
order that his congressman shall not 
be deprived of that precious and to 
him indispensable means of grace, 
the repairing of his political fences. 





THRASHING CLOVER SEED. 


An Iowa correspondent writes that he 
has twenty.acres of clover which he 
has just cut for seed, and wishes to 
know how soon it can be thrashed, 
and whether to use a clover huller or 
thrashing machine. 

No mortal man can tell how long 
a second crop of clover will have to 
wait until it is fit to hull. That will 
depend on the weather. We have 
thrashed mammoth clover seed in five 
days after cutting in the month of 
August, but it was in exceedingly hot 
weather with the ground dry. The 
common red clover is cut in a cooler 
season, and this year the ground is 
full of moisture. Therefore, it may 
take two, three, or four weeks. Let 
it lie until it hulls out easily. Do not 
undertake to hull clover when it is 
damp. Hence, you can not start early 
in the morning nor hull late in the 
evening except in the very driest 


|; weather at this season of the year. 


By all means use a clover huller. 
There is a clover huller attachment 
put on some thrashing machines, but 
this does not usually get out all the 
seed. Mr. Wheeler, of Odebolt, Iowa, 
used to use the thrashing machine, but 
ran it through twice. In our boyhood 
days we used to thrash the heads off 
with a beech limb with three or four 
prongs on it and then run it through 
the old-fashioned thrashing machine, 
locally termed a “man killer,” boxing 
the cylinder and leaving a small open- 
ing at the upper corner of the rear 
through which the thrashed seed was 
forced. This is our recollection of it, 
anyhow. 

One good thing about clover hulling 
is that it will wait, and there is not 
usually much waste unless you allow 
the gavels to lie in one place so long 
that the clover grows up through it, 
then you are bound to lose heavily. 
Therefore, when you have to wait a 
good while, take a barley fork and 
move your gavels carefully to a new 
spot and thus prevent the grass and 
weeds from growing through them, 
preventing them from drying out. 
Lift the gavels by running your fork 
under them. Don’t shake them up. 
This business of handling clover for 
seed can be learned only by experi- 
ence. 





THE FIVE DAYS’ MARKET. 


Our readers are well aware that we 
have been urging them to do their 
utmost to break up the pernicious two 
days’ market in Chicago which has 
wrought such untold mischief to every 
interest connected with the handling 
of live stock. It has compelied the 
railroads to use all their spare motive 
power to the utmost of its capacity 
for two or three days and remain com- 
paratively idle the other three days of 
the week. It has crowded live stock 
on the lines going from the railroads 
to the stock yards so that the cattle, 
even if delivered by the _ railroads, 
could not find entrance to the yards 
in due time. It has shortened the 
wages of the laborers employed by the 
stock yards by limiting them to about 
thirty-five or forty hours a week in- 


' stead of from fifty to sixty, and was 


vicarious fence building is not a per- | 


sonal means of grace to the congress- 
man but tends rather to harden his 
heart. If he makes his peace with the 
leading railroad in his district he can 
secure passes for his farmer friends 
who have political ambitions and then 
set them to work repairing his fences 
and thus “harden his heart” still more, 
until retribution at last overtakes him, 
as it did Pharaoh of old. The seduct- 
ive pass, either in his own hands or 
in those of his friends, seers the con- 
science, blinds the eyes, and hardens 
the heart. 

All “means of grace” are necessarily

one of the main causes of the recent 
strike. It has created a glut of cattle 
on Monday and Wednesday with the 


; result of lower prices, which fall most 


heavily upon the farmer. 

We now have a chance to get rid 
of this incubus, this nightmare, this 
old man of the sea, which has robbed 
the cattle grower of much of his profits 
in the past. All that is needed now 
is his co-operation. Every buyer in 
Chicago has signed an agreement not 
to discriminate in prices on Tuesday, 
Thursday, and Friday. The commis- 
sion men have agreed to co-operate. 
The ruiilroads, of course, are enthusi- 
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astic for a five days’ market. All that 
is needed now is for the farmer to 
fequit sending ali his cattle on Monday 
and Wednesday. 

When Wallaces’ Farmer first com- 
menced agitating this reform last win- 
ter it was met with incredulity on all 
hands. It seemed to be the almost 
universal sentiment that this _per- 
nicious system could not be broken up. 
Nothing could be done during the 
strike, but since that there is abund- 
ant evidence that the reform is well 
under way. The [fiive Stock World, 
in its issue of September 27th, says: 

“The equalization scheme is work- 
ing well and should be boosted along 
as much as possible.” 

Still there is hesitation. 
paper says: 

“Eastern orders were not plentiful, 
that buying interest evidently deter- 
mined to wait until the so-called off- 
day market supply is a certainty.” 

Eastern buyers have been in the 
habit of going on the market on Mon- 
day and Wednesday when the big fat 
import cattle and the cattle for eastern 
shipment were sent in exclusively. 
What is needed now is to distribute 
these cattle and take the buyers at 
their word. If the shippers will co- 
operate with the Stock Yards Com- 
pany and with the buyer and with the 
railroads in a very few weeks the re- 
form will be accomplished. If, how- 
ever, they still hesitate and send their 
cattle in on Monday and Wednesday, 
the whole country must continue to 
suffer the losses which it has endured 
for years past. We believe that buy- 
ers are fulfilling their promises. Let 
us take them at their word.

SEASONAL RAINFALL. 


This office is in receipt every Thurs- 
day of a map giving some very inter- 
esting information. The whole coun- 
try is divided into districts. In each 


district the normal temperature is 
given for the past seven days, the 
actual temperature for the past seven 
days, and the average daily tempera- 
ture and the weekly departures from 
normal from March ist up to date. 
It also gives the rainfall for the past 
seven days, the normal rainfall for the 
week, and, of course, the departure 
therefrom; the normal seasonal rain- 
fall from March ist to date, the de- 
parture, and the percentage of rainfall 
during the crop growing season, which, 
as above stated, begins March ist. 

Our readers are especially inter- 
ested only in the districts known as 
the upper Mississippi valley and the 
Missouri valley, and to some extent 
the Rocky mountain region. Begin- 
ning at St. Paul, in the upper Missis- 
sippi valley, the normal rainfall for 
the season up to September 19th was 
20.2 inches. This normal increases as 
we go south until it reaches 26.2 inches 
at St. Louis. In this district there 
are but three points which have an 
excessive rainfall this year—-St. Paul, 
Keokuk (Iowa), and Springfield (Illi- 
nois). 

The Missouri valley district com- 
mences at Springfield, Missouri, with 
a normal of 28.4 inches for the season 
mentioned and gradually decreases to 
19.7 inches at Sioux City, 14.6 inches 
at Bismark, North Dakota, and 11.2 
inches at Williston, North Dakota 
Nearly all the stations in this dis 
trict have had a large excess of rain 
fall, the exceptions being the sta- 
tions immediately on the Missouri 
river from Omaha to Williston, where 
there has been a deficiency. 

The Rocky mountain region extends 
from the longitude of North Platte, 
Nebraska, to the summit of the Sierra 
Nevada mountains. In this district 
the normal rainfalis are usually smal! 
running from one inch at Yuma, Ari 
zona, to twenty-one inches at Okla 
homa City, Oklahoma, generally run 
ning from seven to ten inches. In this 
district there has been a belt of ex 
cessive rainfall this year extending 
from North Platte, Nebraska, to Boiss 
City, Idaho. It will thus be seen tha’ 
the wet belt this year has extende: 
from the longitude of Kansas City t 
the longitude of Salt Lake, whic! 
would lead the superficial observer t 
conclude that the rain follows th: 





plow.

ing to grow crops without irrigation. 
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ONCE MORE, WHY NOT KEEP A 
FEW SHEEP? 

We have been insisting for the last 
ten or fifteen years that it will pay 
every farmer who has any great part 
of his farm fenced with a sheep-tight 
or hog-tight fence to keep a small 
flock of sheep, commencing with 
twenty-five and limiting the number 
to 100. A flock of this kind can be 
kept on the farm with little or no ex- 


pense, and what expense they are is 
repaid many times by the aid which 
the sheep give in keeping down 
weeds, which for the last three years 
have been one of the greatest pests 
with which the western farmer has to 
contend. A flock of this kind properly 
managed will yield from six to nine 
pounds of wool per year per head and 
from twenty-five to thirty lambs, 
which, if they are dropped early and 
pushed on with a little grain, will sell 
when they can be offered in car load 
lots at about $5.00 per head in Chi- 
cago or in any of the great markets. 
If they are dropped on grass in May 
and fed on grass alone until Septem- 
ber and turned into the cornfields they 
can be fattened largely on what would 
else be wasted and will bring about 
$5.00 per head in the market then. 
We do not know of any one thing 
managed in a small way that will yield 
better returns than twenty-five sheep 
on a quarter section farm. 

This article was suggested by the 
call of one of our subscribers at the 
office. He has a small flock of sheep, 
has always found them profitable, and 
some movers came along a few days 
ago and one of them asked him what 
he would take for one of his lambs. 
Without thinking, he said $3.00. One 
of the movers immediately picked out 
his best lamb, killed and dressed it, 
and weighing the carcass found it 
weighed sixty pounds. The farmer’s 
conclusions on this subject were some- 
thing like the following: 

“IT have sold sixty pounds of first- 
class mutton at 5 cents per pound. 
If I wanted to buy a leg of poor mut- 
ton in Des Moines they would charge 
me 18 cents per pound; what a fool 
I am selling the best meat in the 
market at about half the price I pay 
for it. Hereafter when I want any 
good feeding I will go to my own 
flock, and in the future will double 
the size of it.” 

Many farmers now are not buying 
beef on account of the retail price. 
The family is too small to handle even 
a yearling steer at this time of year, 
but they can at any time have the best 
kind of meat by killing a sheep or a 
lamb, and if they have ice can keep 
it safely until it is all used. In fact, 
a small flock of sheep in addition to 
furnishing an excellent profit and 
keeping down weeds, furnishes also 
the most practical meat supply for the 
farmer at this season of the year, or, 
in fact, at any season. Think it over 
and try to get these money-makers to 
help you for their health’s sake to 
keep down the weeds. 





NEW VARIETIES OF POTATOES. 


The experience of farmers for the 
last fifty years has been that varieties 
of potatoes which do well for a few 
years gradually run out. Farmers in 
England, where this subject has re- 
ceived a great deal more attention 
than it has here, claim that a new 
variety yields to blight and rot in 
about twelve or fifteen years. In 
other words, that is about the length 
of time that a potato can resist dis- 
ease. This seems quite rational. The 
. potatoes planted this year from a 
variety originated twelve years ago 
are just twelve years old, and there 
is a time with potatoes, as with every- 
thing else, to die. Our readers must 
all have noticed that grafted fruit 
trees are not nearly so vigorous and 
hardy as seedlings, and for the same 
reason. The last graft is just as old 
as the seedling from which it started 
forty, fifty, or one hundred years ago. 

The varieties of potatoes in Eng- 
land which have sold at such phe- 
nomenal prices for the last year have, 
as we understand it, all been recently 
produced from seedlings. Here is a 
field for investigation which promises 
large results in every country waere 
potato growing is a prominent indus- 
try and which can be conducted by 
any careful farmer if he has the time 
and inclination. This work, however, 
should by all means be conducted at 
the experiment stations where there 
1s every facility at hand. The method 
is to take the seeds from the potato 
balls or the little balls which some- 
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times grow on potato vines. Plant 
them next year as you would any kind 
of grain in pots, one seed in a pot, 
and as they increase in size transfer 
them into larger pots or into the soil, 
taking care not to disturb the roots 
and to secure clos@ connection with 
the new soil. The variety produced 
by each seed will in all probability 
differ from every other one and per- 
haps nine out of ten of them will prove 
to be worthless. Perhaps none of 
them from any particular ball will be 
of any real value, but now and then 
there will be a variety that will be 
worth when propagated hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to the potato 
growing industry. 

This is the same method followed 
by nurserymen who develop new varie- 
ties from seedlings. It is the same 
method adopted by the late Mr. Liv- 
ingston in developing improved varie- 
ties of tomatoes which during his life- 
time made his name famous. He sim- 
ply got the seeds of tomatoes, planted 
them by the thousand, studied the de- 
velopment of each plant, and when he 
found one that in size, form, and 
smoothness came up to his ideal, he 
gave this thorough culture and finally 
developed a type that met the re- 
quirements of the market. 

Instead of growing ninety bushels 
of potatoes per acre we ought to grow 
200 or 300 bushels, and could do it 
just as easily as not provided we had 
thoroughly hardy, vigorous, blight and 
rot-resisting varieties, which we are 
sure can be developed in the way we 
have suggested. While, as above 
stated, the farmer if he has the time 
and Inclination can do this, yet it is 
peculiarly the work for the experi- 
ment stations in states where potato 
growing is a considerable industry. 





FALL AND WINTER CARE OF BEES 

Bee keeping is not an important in- 
terest among our readers, but the 
farmer is not living up to his priv- 
ileges as a farmer who does not have 
a few hives of bees. His children are 
entitled to that much. There is no 


better nature study than the interior 
of the bee hive and the boy or girl 
on the farm has the right to know 
the queen bee and her mission, the 
mission of the drones, the undeveloped 
females known as workers, the way 
in which the bees transform the egg 
of the worker into a queen by simply 
putting it in a different kind of cell 
and feeding it with a different kind 
of food. This is one of the most won- 
derful things with which we are ac- 
quainted in the way of feeding and 
the effects of food. The children have 
a right to study the architecture of the 
bee hive, the wonderful economy of 
space, and the strength developed by 
the comb system. They have a right 
to the one pure sweet distilled in the 
distillery of nature. They have a 
right to know the function of the bees 
in fertilizing all kinds of flowers and 
the clovers, and the great mission they 
have in the agricultural world. If you 
do not have bees now, prepare to keep 
a few hives next year. Write us next 
spring and we will then tell you how 
to set and handle them. Our object 
in writing this is to tell the farmers 
how to take care of their bees so as 
to have good, strong colonies next 
spring. 

The honey season is now over in 
the corn and grass belt. Frost has 
killed the flowers, or will in a short 
time, and there is nothing for the bees 
to gather except what they can pick 
up around cider mills and sorghum 
mills, and they are better without the 
cider than with it. The farmer, there- 
fore, should go through the hives (We 
presume they all have movable frames; 
if they do not have, they have not 
learned the A, B, C, of bee keeping.) 
and remove all surplus honey; that is, 
all honey that is in the boxes above. 
Bees never put honey in boxes until 
they have filled the vacant space be- 
low. Box honey is the farmer’s share. 
As the comb becomes empty of brood, 
the bees will remove the honey into 
the lower combs and the farmer has 
lost his share of the rent. In other 
words, gather your honey harvest. 

Next, he should see that all the 
hives have queens. This can be done 
by taking out each comb and examin- 
ing it. If he has a hive that is too 
weak in numbers, he had better com- 
bine this with another weak hive and 
thus make a strong one. This he can 
do by killing the queen that seems 
to be the least efficient. Let them 


remain a day or two to discover that 
they are queenless, then sprinkle the 
bees in both hives with a thin syrup 
of sugar, 


and then drive those that 
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are queenless into the other hive. The 
object in sprinkling them with a very 
thin syrup is to set them to gathering 
the syrup off themselves so that they 
will not have time to fight. 

Just now it is important to guard 
weak hives against robbers. If the 
farmer is not careful he will find a 
terrible commotion about some hive 
and in a day or two will find that hive 
minus honey. The best way to do 
this is to narrow up the entrance so 
as not to leave more than half an inch 
space to enable the bees to go in and 
out. This will enable the weak hive 
to defend itself against robbers. 

The bees have nothing to do now 
until next spring; hence, the less they 
fly about the longer their wings will 
last. Bees die more from the wearing 
out of their wings than anything else. 
Why should they wear out their wings 
for nothing? Therefore, close up the 
hives to within a half an inch, and 
don’t tempt them to rob each other. 

It is time now to think about how 
you are going to winter your bees. 
Having removed the honey and 
strengthened the weak hives either 
by combining with some other or by 
feeding them with syrup and white 
sugar, you must determine how you 
are going to winter them. If you have 
a good dry and dark cellar where the 
thermometer does not go below thirty- 
two degrees, that is about as good a 
place to winter bees as we have ever 
found. Do not put them in the cellar 
until the ground freezes up, which in 
the latitude of Des Moines is usually 
about the 20th of November; some- 
times a week or two sooner, some- 
times a week or two later. Put some 
benches in the cellar, lay boards on 
them, take off the cover and the sur- 
plus boxes, and raise up the honey 
board, or bore a hole in the top of it 
for ventilation. Then pick up your 
hives and set them in rows on these 
boards, and if short of room put one 
tier above another, being careful that 
there is no communication between 
hives. Turn the mouth of the hive 
away from the light and then let them 
alone until the pussy willows begin 
to bloom in the spring. 

Some of our bee keeping friends 
may have better methods, newer dis- 
coveries, so to speak, but this is the 
method we followed for about twenty 
years when keeping bees, and found 
it the most satisfactory. If you do not 
have a suitable cellar, then put boxes 
or old boards around your hives and 
fill in between with chaff, leaving the 
caps on and the honey board down. 
This is called wintering them on their 
summer stands and, next to the 
method of putting them in a dry. cel- 
lar, is the best method of which we 
know. 





FARM SEWAGE SYSTEM. 

Mr. S. A. Converse, of Howard 
county, Iowa, referring to the illus- 
trated article on “Farm Sewage Sys- 
tem” which appeared in a recent issue 
of the Farmer, says that he has been 
informed that this system is patented, 
and asks for information about it. Mr. 
Kuhn, the author of the article, writes 
us that there is no patent on this 
method of disposing of sewage. He 
says that there are patented articles 
for use in connection with the system, 








but that they are not essential in order 
to secure satisfactory results. The 
simpler the construction the better, 
and nothing is necessary but brick, 
sand, and tile, with necessary filling 
for the filter box. 

Mr. E. J. Noble, another subscriber, 
asks about making the roof of the box 
air-tight. The roof may be construct- 
ed of lumber, or arched over with 
brick or cement, but in any case a 
manhole should be left fitted with an 
air-tight cover. Mr. Noble also asks 
if the sand in the filter box will not 
wash into the tile. Mr. Kuhn replies 
to this that there will be no difficulty 
in a small system as the flow of water 
is very gentle and not enough to 
cause wash. In a large system it may 
be necessary to exercise more care in 
construction to guard against this. A 
good filling for the filter box will be 
soft coal cinders, from which the fine 
ashes have been sifted and the cinders 
mixed with gravel. 





SOIL INVESTIGATIONS IN IOWA, 

The department of soils of the Iowa 
Experiment Station is making a care- 
ful study of the unproductive and 


peculiar soils of the state. The de- 
partment will highly appreciate any 
information regarding the soils which 
are giving trouble or any assistance 
which will aid in locating these types 
of soil. Anyone who can render help 
in this important work is earnestly 
requested to write to the department 
at an early date. Information is 
sought regarding the location and the 
approximate area of the soils in ques- 
tion; also regarding the character of 
the soil, sandy, clayey, peaty, alkali, 
etc., and regarding the apparent cause 
of the failure to grow satisfactory 
crops. 

Iowa farmers are urged to render 
valuable assistance in this work of 
soil investigation by writing the De- 
partment of Soils, Ames, Iowa. 
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MANAGEMENT OF SEED CORN. 


A correspondent of Woodford 
county, Illinois, writes us that he has 
read our article on selecting seed corn 
in a recent issue, and wishes to know 
what we would do with corn that has 
been hanging out when an autumn 
rain comes on; whether we would 
bring it into the house or barn and 
keep it dry until the rain is over and 
then hang it out doors again, or 
whetuer it would be better to hang 
it in some place protected from the 
rain and not from the sun. 

Ordinarily we would let corn hang 
and take the rain. Seed corn hung 
up on a pole, or smooth wire, or any- 
thing else, where each ear hangs sepa- 
rately, and having the husks stripped 
back, will not be injured by any ordi- 
nary rain. It is better out in the 
open air, in our judgment, than hung 
any place where there is any de- 
ficiency in the circulation of air. 
If it can be hung under a roof where 
there is free circulation of air it is 
beteer than out doors, but the danger 
is that under a roof the ventilation is 
often poor. There are times, however, 
when the farmer would need to keep his 
eyes open. Last yeara good dealofcare- 
fully secured seed corn hanging out 
in the open was killed by the heavy 
freeze about the middle of November. 
If corn is well dried out it takes a 
good deal of a freeze to hurt it, but 
if only partially dried it is probable 
that zero weather in November, such 
as occurred last year, will kill the 
germ. 

In short, we would gather the seed 
corn now, hang it up in the open air 
where it will be well dried out by the 
first of November, and it is then en- 
tirely safe to house it properly. Even 
then, however, it is not wise to put 
too much of it together. 





WELL PLANNED WORK. 


Our readers are no doubt watching 
closely the results of the great con- 
flict now going on betwixt the 
Russians and the Japanese. They can 
scarcely fail to perceive that the suc- 
cesses of the Japanese are not entirely 
due to superior intelligence and a 
passionate devotion to country seldom 
equaled and never excelled, but to 
their wonderful preparations for the 
conflict. They were forced to give up 
Manchuria in 1894 and ever since they 
have been preparing for a conflict 
which they realized was inevitable. 
They have the only correct maps of 
the country in existence. They knew 
the elevation of every point where a 
fort could possibly be erected. They 
knew the depth and the force of the 
current of the streams. They knew 
the points where pontoons could be 
thrown across. They knew the num- 
ber of men that would be required and 
the strategic points where this amount 
could be used with the greatest effi- 
ciency. They are thoroughly equipped 
in every department of their armies— 
infantry. cavalry, and artillery. They 
have foreseen the amount of food that 
must be supplied and have provided 
means of getting it when and where 
it is wanted. Their armies carry with 
them from Japan bamboo poles 
sharpened at both ends, wire, and tele- 
phone receivers and transmitters, and 
as soon as firing is heard at a point 
a telephone line is at once run out to 
that point so that every division, regi- 
ment, and company is in telephonic 
communication with the general, who, 
miles in the rear, calmly sits in his 
office, chats with his friends, and 
directs the battle. We have never 
seen a finer illustration of well 
planned work than is now going on in 
this great eastern war. 

The writing of this article, however, 
is not to give our readers information 
as to what is going on in the east. 
We presume they know that quite as 
well as we do, but we simply wish to 
point out the value of well planned 
work, whether in business, manufac- 
turing, merchandising, publishing a 
newspaper, or in the management of 
a farm. We have never yet seen a 
farmer who made a great success who 
did not know how to plan beforehand 
and in making his plans did not take 
into account contingencies which he 
knew would happen some time in the 
year and which must be met. He 
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does not know how many rainy days 
will come but he knows they will 
come. When they come he has always 
work planned beforehand which may 
be done in these days and, therefore, 
does not lose the time of himself or 
his hands. 

The farmer who has planned his 
work knows about how many acres 
can be turned over with his force in 
a certain number of days; knows that 
there are fields which can be plowed 
when on account of rain others can 
not. He knows the kind of tools neces- 
sary. He has his seed all ready and 
tested for germination. He knows just 
what he will do under certain condi- 
tions of weather and what he will do 
under others. *There are no repairs to 
be made at the last moment, the ma- 
chinery never has to be hunted up, 
but everything is at hand and the work 
is sO arranged that each man does his 
best work without interference from 
any other. 

If he is intending to feed cattle, he 
knows beforehand about where he is 
likely to get them, and is well advised 
of the prices. He knows how much 
feed he has and how much it will take 
to feed a certain number of days. He 
knows whether this feed is a well bal- 
anced ration or not, and if not, where 
he can get feed to the best advantage 
to balance it. He knows how many 
hogs will be necessary to follow his 
cattle and the hogs that can use the 
droppings to the best advantage. 

In short, he has everything which 
comes within the range of human fore- 
sight and skill planned beforehand. 
That man succeeds while the man who 
goes, as they used to say in our boy- 
hood, “ram-stam” at a thing without 
knowing exactly what he wants to do 
nor how he wants to do it, without 
taking into account all possible con- 
tingencies, is very likely to complain 
of bad luck. Bad luck is mainly bad 
management—not always, but mainly. 
Good luck comes out to meet the man 
who has planned carefully and who 
knows beforehand exactly what he 
wants to do and how he proposes to 
do it. Bven the great Creator has His 
plans and purposes which He carries 
on from age to age. The man who 
will succeed at farming, or anything 





else, must in his small way imitate 
Him by having his plans and purposes, 
decrees, if you want to call them such, 
and then persistently and judiciously 
carry them into effect.

WHAT BREED OF SHEEP? 


A correspondent of Galhour eournty, 
Iowa, writes: 

“IT intend to try a few sheep. What 
breed would you consider advisable to 
get for wool and mutton? Raising 
hogs has been such an expense to me 
I have decided to try sheep, as I have 
a great deal of grass that goes to 
waste where I can not mow it nor turn 
cattle on it. The trouble is that I do 
not know anything about sheep rais- 
ing, so thought I would start with a 
few. I have looked the Farmer over 
and I do not see sheep advertised for 
sale and do not read many articles 
about them either. If you think this 
subject worthy of consideration 
through the Farmer you may answer 
that way.” 

Our correspondent is wise, not 
knowing anything about sheep, in 
starting with a few. It is not worth 
while, however, to bother with less 
than twenty-five head, and we advise 
him to get that number of grades of 
any of the mutton breeds, or of the 
Delaine or Rambouillet if he can come 
across them conveniently. We would 
advise him furthermore to get the best 
ram of the mutton breeds, without 
being too particular whether he gets 
a Shropshire, a Southdown, or Hamp- 
shire, or Oxford. We have tried all 
these breeds for sires and the differ- 
ence between them is like the differ- 
ence between the best three or four 
breeds of beef cattle—more a matter 
of the individuality of the animal than 
of the breed. 

With twenty-five ewes well cared for 
and well mated the farmer ought to 
get a fleece of from seven to eight 
pounds each. He should market with 
that small flock not less than thirty 
lambs, which, if dropped in February 
or March, and their dams well fed, 
should weigh a full hundred pounds 
by Christmas and sell around five 
cents, or should weigh, if given a little 
grain, sixty-five to seventy pounds in 
June and bring about as many dollars 
as if kept until fall, provided he has 
enough neighbors engaged in the 
business to give him a car load. 

Any good class of sheep managed in 
small flocks and well handled should 
furnish enough product to pay the pur- 
chase price and still keep up the num- 
ber on the farm. This may seem like 
drawing a long bow, but we have seen 
it done over and over again and have 
sold breeding ewes in flocks of twenty- 
five to our neighbors and taken their 
notes for a year and had the notes 
paid by the sales after keeping up the 
flock, and still the farmer had some- 
thing over. This can not be done with 
a large flock so well, but it can be done 
by any good farmer who is willing to 
learn how to keep sheep. 





ROLLING NEWLY SOWN WINTER 


WHEAT. 


An Illinois correspondent writes us 
as to whether he should use the roller 
behind the drill in sowing wheat. He 
also wishes to know how deep the 
grain should be sown. 

We presume in this case that he 
means whether he should roll the en- 
tire ground after the wheat is drilled 
in on well prepared land. Ordinarily 
we would not do it. There are times, 
however, when rolling would be emi- 
nently desirable. We got a lesson on 
this point in: our early boyhood. A 
field of rather heavy clay land had 
been thoroughly prepared and sown 
to wheat about the 20th of September. 
A heavy rain came on, running the 
ground together and forming a thick 
crust. The result was a poor stand of 
wheat except on a small V-shaped 
piece which was not sown until after 
the rain. The slope of the hill and 
the shape and location of the late 
sown plot made it very conspicuous 
and that fall and all the next summer 
the neighbors were inquiring what 
caused the difference. It was simply 
this: The heavy rain formed a crust 
which prevented the wheat from com- 
ing up. The turn of a good heavy 
roller as soon as the ground was suf- 
ficienty dry would have broken up that 
crust and saved the crop. 

It is often a question whether to 
use the rollers which rmmediatey fol- 
low the drills. Whether they should 
be used or not depends on circum- 
stances. They had better be put on 
with a shoe drill, the object of these 
narrow rollers being to press the parti- 
cles of earth closely around the grain 
so as to insure quick germination. 
We doubt whether they are necessary 
on a disk drill. We have had in past 
years two of these drills, bought the 
rollers with them, used them a part 
of a day, and then laid them off. The 


te 





manner of the operation ef the disk 
drill puts the grain in as close con- 
tact with the soil as is necessary. 
Hence, these presses or small rollers 
are neither important nor desirable. 





TO CUT SECOND CROP CLOVER OR 
PLOW IT UNDER? 


An Iowa correspondent who has a 
pretty good second crop of clover, but 
late and hence not likely to fill, 
wishes to know whether it would pay 
him best to cut this now for hay or 
plow it under for corn next year. He 
has plenty of other hay and his land 
is not any too rich. Timothy hay is 
selling in his market at from $5 to 
$6 per ton. 

We would make hay of this second 
crop, feed it, and sell the timothy. 
Why? While the plowing under of 
the clover would enrich his land for 
corn next year, we would rather feed 
it to cattle, have the manure for a 
future year, and cover the land after 
the clover is removed with manure 
this fall. The manure from a crop of 
clover properly applied is almost 
equal in value to the clover plowed 
under; not altogether, but approxi- 
mately. This second crop clover, well 
cured, will be worth more to him for 
his cows or young cattle than the tim- 
othy. 





A LAMB FEEDING PROBLEM 


An Iowa correspondent has twenty 
acres of rape in his corn. He has 
read an article somewhere cautioning 
against putting lambs on rape, espe- 
cially after it has been touched by 
frost. He expects to have about 900 
lambs to feed and intends to run them 
on clover to November list and then 
put them in the corn, and asks if it 
would be safe. He still further asks 
if it would be safe to put 170 shoats 
and 550 lambs in this twenty-acre field. 

We would put the lambs into the 
corn and rape field now and keep the 
clover until afterwards. While rape 
is always liable to bloat lambs unless 
they are introduced to it carefully and 
he will be required to exercise a good 
deal of caution by putting them into 
the field when they are full and leav- 
ing them in but a short time at first 
until they become used to it, he will 
find that these lambs will clean up 
the weeds (with which no doubt, like 
farmers generally this year, he is 
pretty well supplied), the blades and 
the down ears of corn, and finally will 
eat all the ears within reach. They 
will, however, not waste a grain, and 
we know of no way in which corn can 
be fed to the lamb’s taste so well as 
on the stalk and in the husk. 

We would not put the lambs and 
shoats in together. It would be all 
right for the shoats but the lamb is a 
very cleanly animal and does not mix 
well with hogs. The smell of 170 
shoats on a twenty-acre field would 
affect the lambs’ appetites. After the 
lambs have finished their work it will 
be time to consider whether it is best 
to husk the remaining corn or turn 
the shoats in to hog it down. It is 
simply a question of labor, of which 
our correspondent is a better judge 
than are we.

‘*Ever since I was in the Army, I had 
more or less kidney trouble, and within 
the past year it became so severe and 
complicated that I suffered everything 
and was much alarmed—my strength 
and power was fast leaving me.

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THE MIGRATIONS OF THE STEER. 


In another article we have alluded 
to the large revenue which the rail- 
roads as a whole derive from the 
migrations of the steer. The case we 
cite is not by any means an excep- 
tional case. There have been great 
changes in the last few years in the 
method of producing cattle. When 
we commenced feeding cattle we sel- 
dom thought of going out of the im- 
mediate neighborhood for stockers or 
feeders. We urged farmers to buy 
nothing but thoroughbred bulls to 
grade up their herds so that each 
neighborhood would have a reputation 
for producing good stuff. We urged 
feeders to encourage farmers to do 
this and pay prices accordingly. This 
argument has lost much of its force 
because our advice was not generally 
taken. The ranchmen of the west are 
far wiser in their generation than the 
farmers of the corn states and by per- 
sistently introducing good blood, by 
fencing up their ranges for pastures,

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shipped into Montana and the Dakotas 
to grow up with the country, then are 
shipped to Chicago for killers if the 
season is such as to make them fat 
enough, and if not they are sent out 
through the country as feeders and 
again shipped back to the great mar- 
kets. The great majority of cattle 
now fed in Icwa, Illinois, Indiana, and 
Ohio are shipped in from the ranges. 
The same may be said of the great 
majority of cattle fed in Kansas and 
Nebraska. The great plains west of 
them furnish the pastures; the 
prairies furnish the corn, and the feed- 
ing-in-transit rates which are allowed 
in those states and not in the state 
of Iowa enable the finished products 
to move on to the markets of the 
world at the minimum of expense. 

Not all cattle travel in this fashion, 
but a large proportion of those that 
are bred for beef reach the world’s 
markets in this way. They are bred 
on the plains, perhaps grazed in the 
prairie states, then sold to the feeder, 
or they are shipped direct to the great 
markets and passed on eastward to 
feeders in Indiana and Ohio. 

There is another large class of cat- 
tle which are not such great travelers. 
We refer now to the progeny of the 
dual purpose cows, kept so largely in 
Minnesota and northern Iowa for dairy 
purposes. When the farmers of any 
county or neighborhood are thoroughly 
inoculated with the blessed dairy 
microbe the cattle population in- 
creases very rapidly and home-grown 
grazers and feeders can be obtained 
at the minimum of expense. The 
progeny of the special purpose dairy 
herds go mostly to the markets as 
veals. They have a short shift of 
life. There is a likelihood thdt the 
stock of dual purpose calves will in- 
crease, for dairying can be certainly 
counted upon to increase in the 
same proportion with population, but 
the more land used for growing corn 
and feeding it to cattle advances in 
price the more the farmers will be 
dependent upon the cattie grown on 
the great pastures and the more the 
total cost of transportation during the 
life of the steer. 





ENSILAGE FOR FEEDING STEERS. 


The Kansas Experiment Station has 
recently issued Bulletin No. 124, giv- 
ing the results of an experiment in 
feeding ensilage, alfalfa hay, corn, and 
Kaffir corn to steers of different ages. 
We call attention to it now especially 
because of the light it throws on the 
profitableness of ensilage as a partial 
feed for steers on full feed. 

Eighty head of dehorned steers were 
purchased the first of November, 1902, 
of which twenty were three-year-olds, 
forty two-year-olds, and twenty year- 
lings. The station had also on hand 
nineteen head of skim-milk calves 
averaging about six months of age. 





The steers and calves were the aver- 
age quality of the country and were 
selected for that reason. The steers 
were taken direct from the pasture and 
the calves from the skim-milk. 

The two-year-olds were divided into 
three lots; one of twenty and two of 
ten each. The three-year-olds, twenty 
head of the two-year-olds, the year- 
lings, and the calves were placed in 
the feed lots and given the same feed; 
namely, chopped alfalfa for roughness 
and for grain equal parts of ground 
corn and ground Kaffir corn. To the 
feed of one lot of ten two-year-olds 
was added corn ensilage and to the 
other Kaffir corn stover for roughness, 
the grain ration being the same in all 
cases. 

The feature of this experiment 
which we wish to emphasize particu- 
larly at the present time is the 
superior excellence of the lot fed for 
forty days with ensilage added to the 
alfalfa, corn, and Kaffir corn. 

The steers were all weighed in at 
the same price—$4.20 per hundred- 
weight. The ensilage fed steers were 
sold at $4.95 per hundredweight while 
the remaining lots sold in the market 
at $4.25, $4.55, $4.70, and the three- 
year-olds fed on alfalfa, corn, and 
Kaffir without ensilage sold at $4.95. 
the same as the ensilage steers. The 
profit on the nineteen calves was $7.88, 
or a little over 40 cents per head. The 
three-year-olds were fed at a profit of 
9 cents per head, while all the other 
lots were fed at a loss; that in which 
Kaffir corn stover was substituted for 
ensilage at a loss of $74.13, or $7.41 
per head. 

Comparing Lot 1 with ensilage and 
Lot 4 without, the gain per head on 
those fed ensilage was 446.8 pounds 
and those without ensilage 417.9 
pounds. The corn required with the 
ensilage was 715 pounds per hundred 
pounds of gain and without ensilage 
733 pounds. The lot fed ensilage ate 
471 pounds of ensilage per hundred 
pounds of gain and 329 pounds of 
alfalfa, while those fed without en- 
silage required 485 pounds of alfalfa 
per hundred pounds of gain. In other 
words, for every hundred pounds of 
gain the 471 pounds of ensilage saved 
eighteen pounds of grain and 156 
pounds of alfalfa. 

The cost of the grain was 54 cents 
per hundredweight and the alfalfa 27.5 
cents. Thus the 471 pounds of ensilage 
made a saving of 52.62 cents, and the 
steers sold at $4.95, or 25 cents per 100 
pounds higher than the lot fed without 
ensilage, making a difference of 25 
cents per hundred pounds to the credit 
of the ensilage. This makes the 471 


pounds of ensilage worth 77.62 cents,or 
$3.29 per ton, or at ten tons per acre, 
a moderate yield, an income of $32.90 
per acre. Making the comparison on 
the basis of roughness alone, the 471 
pounds of ensilage, plus 329 pounds 
of alfalfa in the ensilage fed lot, equals 
the 485 pounds of alfalfa in the lot 
without ensilage. In other words, 471 
pounds of ensilage takes the place of 
156 pounds of alfalfa; or, to put it in 
still another way, 3.2 tons of corn 
ensilage is equal to one ton of alfalfa 
hay. 


for alfalfa, results, while not identical, 
but in some measure similar, will 
doubtless be obtained.

It was found that steers fed ensilage 
could be forced more than the others 
because of its action as a regulator of 
the bowels. The station remarks in 
conclusion: 

“Alfalfa and ensilage combined fur- 
nishes a feed that can almost in- 
variably be depended upon, no matter 
what the season is. When grain fails 
it will keep stock in good condition; 
and when grain is available will en- 
able the feeder to put on gains rapidly 
with a comparatively small allowance 
of grain.”

WALLACES’ 


THE HARVEST HOME EXCURSION 
FESTIVAL AT AMES. 


Never since the inauguration of the 
excursion day and harvest home 
festival at the Iowa State College of 
Agriculture and the Mechanic Arts has 
such a crowd of excursionists thronged 
the campus and buildings as gathered 
on the two days’ excursion on Friday 
and Saturday of last week. The 
threatening weather the first day kept 
a good many away, but the thousands 
who came enjoyed a day’s outing and 
went home tired but happy and with 
just a little more pride in “our col- 
lege” and the great work it is doing 
for. the advancement of agriculture. 

The college lived up to its greeting 
of “thrice welcome, and always wel- 
come,” and there were guides and in- 
structors at every corner and in every 
hall and barn to explain te the inter- 
ested visitors the experiments and the 
work in the class room, the laboratory, 
the stock barns, and the farm experi- 
mental plats. The visitors thronged 
over the grounds, through the halls 
and barns, and out to the farm plats, 
around through the forge shops and 
power house, inspected the green- 
houses, and made themselves gener- 
ally at home. Most of the visitors 
came provided with lunch baskets, and 
after the picnic dinners on the campus 
there was a fine parade of the college 
live stock, followed by a military drill 
by the cadets in competition with the 
Ames company of militia, in which 
the cadets made the better showing 
and were given the first place, and 
this was followed by the laying of the 
cornerstone of the new central build- 
ing. This new central building will 
take the place of the old central build- 
ing which burned down several years 
ago, will be the finest educational 
building in the state when completed, 
and will cost around $350,000. The 
building committee hope within a few 
years to erect other buildings that are 
much needed, including a new agri- 
cultural hall, a new home for the 
young ladies, an armory and gym- 
nasium, and other much needed build- 
ings. A large tent had been erected 
and into and around this the visitors 
crowded, and were addressed by Presi- 
dent Storms, Governor Cummins, Pro- 
fessor Stanton, and others, who ex- 
tended a hearty welcome to the vis- 
itors and spoke on the work of the 
college and what it meant to the state 
of Iowa. The visitors were interested 
and the excursion can not help but 
result in bringing the lowa farmer and 
his college into closer touch. A day 
spent at the college can not help but 
impress the farmer with the import- 
ance of the work carried on and create 
in him a desire to learn more of the 
better ways of doing things and an 
ambition that his boys and girls shall 
have an opportunity to study the 
“scientific,” or common sense, methods 
of farming and raising live stock. One 
visitor expressed the sentiment of the 
crowd when he said, “I’ve had a splen- 
did day’s outing, met a number of old 
friends and made some new . ones, 
learned more than I could by a day 
at the state fair, and believe my time 
and money have been well invested.” 

As Wallaces’ Farmer was one of the 
first to suggest the inauguration of 
these excursions it is a matter of 
special pleasure and satisfaction to us 
to note how they have grown, how 
popular they have become, and what 
great good they are doing. 





A FINE CORN EXHIBIT. 


In Mt. Pleasant they have a number 
of people who take a very great in- 
terest in growing and in speeding trot- 
ting horses. They made an unusual 
combination this year of a corn 
carnival with horse trotting, and had 
as fine an exhibition of corn so far 
as yield and size of ear are concerned 
as we have ever seen; in fact, 250 
exhibits, every one of them_ good, 
grown in one county, was a matter of 
astonishment to the farmers them- 
selves.

they will give their attention to breed- 
ing corn true to type, always keeping 
in mind this fact, that the object in 
growing corn is not to grow the long- 
est ears nor the largest ears, but corn 
that will furnish the greatest number 
of standard bushels per acre. It will 
be found that the corn which does this 
is not the long ears, nor is it always 
the corn that shells out the greatest 
per cent of corn per seventy pounds 
of ears. There is a golden mean be- 
tween these.

THE CORN CROP. 

Fortunately, the frost has held off 
over a great portion of our territory 
until the first of October and an un- 
expectedly large crop of corn is the 
result. There is, nevertheless, a good 
deal of soft corn; some on the low 
lands because injured by frost; some 
because the farmer has selected a 
variety of corn too late for his locality; 
some because replanted; and some be- 
cause it has been planted so late that 
there was no opportunity for it to 
mature even by the first of October. 

We recently took a daylight trip 
through some of the best corn growing 
country in Iowa on the Rock Island 
road from Des Moines to Ottumwa, 
and then home on the “Q.,” via Albia. 
We saw fields of corn that we should 
estimate at from sixty to seventy-five 
bushels per acre, two or three pieces 
as low as eight or ten bushels, but 
the majority from twenty to forty 
bushels. It was not uncommon to see 
a seventy-five bushel crop grown on 
one field and a crop which could not 
under any circumstances yield over 
forty bushels on the field adjoining. 

Why was this? In fact, between 
Des Moines and Oskaloosa the land 
is all good enough naturally to grow 
from sixty to seventy-five bushels per 
acre in a year like this. Why does the 
great majority of the fields fall short 
of this? Partly because the land has 
evidently been so long in corn that 
the corn root worm and the corn root 
louse have got in their work. This 
could easily be recognized by the 
breaking down of the corn even where 
there was no evidence of a very heavy 
wind. In part of this territory there 
has been a very severe wind storm 
which blew down more or less of the 
corn, even that grown on sod, but one 
can easily recognize the difference be- 
tween the corn grown on clover sod 
and the corn grown after corn for 
two or three years. 

Another reason is because the stand 
is insufficient. Fields have one and 
two stalks in a hill which should have 
two and three. The farmer must 
understand that if he is to get a full 
crop of corn he must have a full stand, 
and by that we mean a stand of corn 
that would bring the best results in 
his soil and climate. 

Just what that stand is we are not 
prepared to say. In fact, it differs 
with the condition of the soil and dif- 
fers also with the purposes which the 
farmer has in view. Where a man is 
growing corn for sale, we would re- 
gard three stalks to the hill as the 
maximum even on the very best soils 
and on clover sod. Thinner soils, or 
soils somewhat worn, will not stand 
three stalks in central Iowa however 
they might do on the best lands in 
central Illinois, and two stalks to the 
hill will often produce a better crop 
than three. Where a farmer is not 
growing it for the grain alone, but for 
the total crop, over three stalks may 
be tolerated on the best lands. He 
would perhaps have no more corn than 
with three or two and one-half, or, on 
poor lands, even two, but he will have 
more and better forage. 

Then, again, many farmers fail to 
get the full crop to which their land 
is entitled because they are not grow- 
ing the right kind of corn; that is, 
the corn adapted to that latitude. It 
may be too large and late, or it may 
be poorly bred, or without any particu- 
lar breeding—a mixture of several 
varieties—and, therefore, not capable 
of yielding him a full crop. 

We speak of this now in order that 
farmers may take time by the fore- 
lock, examine carefully the yields of 
their neighbors’ fields, and before an- 
other crop is to be planted secure for 
themselves the type of corn best 
adapted to their soil and climate. 

It is interesting to note the  be- 
havior of frost this year. On the 
higher lands in the territory above 
mentioned there are no signs of frost 
damage. On the lower lands in the 
valleys and bottoms the frosts of Sep- 
tember have wrought more damage 
than was suspected. There is a sec- 
tion between Oskaloosa and Eddyville 
where nearly all the corn along the 
line of the railroad is damaged, and a 
section between Eddyville and Ot- 
tumwa where there is none at all. 
We were surprised to find some fields 
in that part of the state which are 
apparently merely out of roasting ear 
and which would require a frostless 
period until the 15th of October to 
make them good sound corn. 

The finest corn we have seen this 
year is on the second bottoms along 
the Des Moines valley on the line of 
the C., B. & Q. One can see field after 
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‘90,000.00

field which he would be ready to buy 
at anywhere from sixty to eighty 
bushels per acre. 

Iowa has a good crop of corn this 
year, but a careful rotation of crops, 
a better selection of corn for the par- 
ticular locality, a more careful testing 
of seed, and testing of the planter, 
and a more careful cultivation of the 
corn, would have increased it fifty per 
cent. In fact, the soil of a large pro- 
portion of the state of Iowa is capable 
of growing sixty bushels of corn to 
the acre in a year like this, and even 
more than that in an ideal corn year. 

We speak of this to point out just 
now, and farmers can veriiy our state- 
ments, the possibility of corn growing 
in a first-class corn growing country. 
We have a good crop, but better farm- 
ing would give us a great deal better.

NOTES FROM JOHNSON COUNTY, 
IOWA. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

The middle of September the farm 
work should be well caught up with 
a little chance for a few days’ play 
in sight, but one job, that of looking 
after the fences, takes a little time 
just now. I take a team and wagon, 
some posts, and all the fencing tools, 
and go over the fences where crops 
do not prevent. All posts that have 
served their time are replaced by 
others, all broken wires are mended, 
and staples put in where needed; in 
fact, the fence is put in good condi- 
tion. To mend a broken wire is not 
an easy matter unless the break is 
near the end, when you can take off 
the wire to the end of the splice and 
put it on again. But should the break 
be too far from the end to justify tak- 
ink off the wire to mend it, then make 
a loop in each end of the wire, put on 
tightener and draw the ends as close 
together as possible. Take a couple of 
feet of No. 14 wire and put around 
through the loops until it is all taken 
up. Draw up tight, and fasten. One 
will have a pretty good job, but the 
wire is seldom as tight as before the 
break. When repairing the fence all 
discarded material is put into the 
wagon and taken to its proper place. 
I dislike very much to see old posts 
hanging on a fence after they have 
served their time. 





Potato gathering will soon be in 
order. I want a cool day, and if 
cloudy so much the better. The pota- 
toes are taken from the field to the 
cellar and put away cold. They keep 
fresh much longer when put away in 
this condition. There was a time 
when I thought the potatoes had to 
be put in the barn or some out build- 
ing for a time before putting in the 
cellar, but that was work from which 
little or no benefit was received. 





When gathering the apples to put 
in the cellar take a quiet team and 
wagon with high box on, a wide board 
or two to stand on, some boxes in the 
wagon to put the apples in. Drive 
around under the trees, and the larger 
part of the apples can be picked from 
the wagon. On the larger trees there 
will be a few to pick from the ladder. 





The hand-raised calves, except some 
late ones, are all weaned before this 
time, and perhaps the pasture is get- 
ting a little short and they need a 
grain ration. My way is to take 
snapped corn cut fine enough for them 
to eat and the same amount of oats 
that they get of shelled corn.

As yet this year is no record- 
breaker, for the corn with us is from 
twelve to fifteen days late. It stands 
us well in hand to take extra pains 
with the seed corn.

For three seasons we have 
had an overgrowth of stalk, which 
means a corresponding growth of cob, 
and unless we have better corn sea- 
sons we will do better to save the 
seed that grows on smaller cobs, which 
will tend to develop an earlier matur- 
ing corn.

BEE NOTES IN SEASON. 
To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

When ants are troublesome about 
the hives it is a good idea to mount 
the hives on benches and smear the 
legs with coal tar. The ants seek the 
top of the hive for a hiding place be- 
cause of the warmth. They may be 
smoked out of the cracks of the hive. 

Bees that lack natural stores should 
be fed at this season. Make a syrup 
of granulated sugar and water about 
the consistency of thin honey and feed 
as rapidly as the bees can store it 
away. In most localities bees store 
enough honey from autumn flowers to 


winter on. Be sure they have an 
abundance of stores; better too much 
than not enough. 

It is not safe to winter bees with 
an old queen. She will be very apt 
to die of old age during the winter 
and leave the bees queenless at a 
time when there are no eggs in the 
hive with which to raise another 
queen. This is the cause of many a 
colony dwindling away to nothing in 
early spring. To winter well the 
queen should not be over two years 
old. 

We find a good way to keep extra 
combs is to hang them in a rack in 
a dry room. Keep combs of honey in 
perpendicular position when handling 
them. It is so easy to break them. 
Not everyone knows that comb honey 
for shipment should be kept in the 
same position it had in the hive. 

Any quick motion that jars their 
combs is disliked by the bees. When 
working with them do not keep the 
hives open longer than necessary, as 


a large number of the busy workers 
are coming in all the time with their 
small loads of sweetness. The drones 
need not be feared for they have 
neither sting nor tongue. They soon 
starve outside of the hive. 

Do not forget the bees need plenty 
of warmth, dryness, and a windbreak 
of some sort on the north and west 
to winter well. I put a sack of dry 
chaff or some other porous material 
between the cluster and the roof. 
This keeps the bees comfortable and 
allows moisture to pass off slowly. 

When manipulating hives of bees 
the proper and safest place for the 
operator is at the rear or side of the 
hive, where he will not hinder the 
bees. 

One lesson we may learn from the 
bees is neatness. With fluttering 
wings they fan out all rubbish and 
permit no spilled honey or trash of 
any kind to remain lying around.

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CLOVER IN CORN. 


Te Wallaces’ Farmer: 

Inquiry made and reply given on 
the above subject on page 1,586 of 
your issue of December 4, 1903, in- 
duces me to write my experience along 
that line. 

After my corn was cultivated three 
times and as level as it could be made 
by using a six-shovel riding cultivator 
I crossed it, using a twelve spring- 
tooth, one-horse cultivator. This pre- 
pared the fields for the seed. The seed 
was sown from the 12th to the 20th 
of July at the rate of ten pounds mam- 
moth clover and five pounds timothy 
to the acre. I used a hand broadcast 
seeder. The corn was then in tassel 
and eight feet or more in height. 
After sowing it was crossed again with 
the same one-horse cultivator, working 
the ground about two inches deep. 
This covered the seed well, left the 
ground beautifully level, well worked, 
well packed, and free from weeds. 
There was no elevation where the 
hill of corn grew. It was level. The 
stand was all that could be desired. 
Though I have seeded to clover and 
timothy for a quarter of a century 
here I never in any way or under any 
conditions had so perfect a stand, so 
even, and without a missing yard in 
a field of twenty-six acres. It grew 
very rapidly and soon covered the 
ground. It did not in any way injure 
the corn or’retard its growth. The 
corn crop was quite equal to that 
where seeding was not done, and the 
corn did not injure the clover, but 
seemed to shade it just enough to help 
it do its best. 

Satisfied with the success I had in 
seeding clover in my corn last year I 
put in forty acres more in the same 
way the past summer, the only differ- 
ence being that the frequent rains did 
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not allow me to cultivate it so well 
after the eorn was laid by. I sowed 
following the corn cultivator without 
further leveling the land and covered 
with a one-horse twelve-tooth cultiva- 
tor, except a few acres that came up 
before the rain allowed me to cover 
it at all. The stand is equally as good 
as last year. Last year I sowed only 
mammoth and timothy. This year I 
used a mixture of five pounds mam- 
moth clover, three pounds common 
red clover, one pound alsike, one 
pound alfalfa, and six pounds timothy. 
The common clover and alsike were 
used to make a clover stand in case 
I use this for’ pasture, and the alfalfa 
to inoculate the soil preparatory to 
sowing alfalfa in the future. 


From the seeding of last year I had 
a most abundant crop the past sum- 
mer, and as soon as a crop of fall 
wheat would have been harvested. I 
have never grown fall wheat for the 
reason that I could never interchange 
it with corn. Now I find I can grow 
alternate with corn a crop of clover 
quite as valuable as a crop of wheat, 
much more certain, and one that will 
increase the fertility of the soil in- 
stead of reducing it, and further it is 
seeded with scarcely any additional 
labor and done at a time when it does 
not interfere with fall work. 

The strange part of all this is, after 
the many favorable expressions made 
last fall in regard to the crop as seen 
in the growing corn and again when 
the crop of hay was growing last 
spring, I do not know of a single 
farmer who has sowed an acre in this 
way here. I hear of several who in- 
tend to change their order of rotating 
crops and intend to divide their farms 
into three equal parts and plant these 
to corn, fall wheat, and oats—corn to 
follow wheat, wheat to follow oats, and 
oats to follow corn. This will be 
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changing crops, all of which draw 
heavily on the fertility of the soil, and 
very little will be returned to take its 
place. I would think in the end it 
would prove very wasteful.

WHY TENANTS FAIL. 


To Wallaces’ Farmer: 

In reading your valuable paper I 
notice several remarks regarding cash 
rent. My experience (that is in this 
locality) is that the fault is in the 
tenant. We have only a few who 
prosper. They are of foreign birth 
principally. The average American 
does not want to do any chores. If 
he is fortunate enough to get a little 
money together he starts off to Dakota 
or some other state to squander it. 
My experience and observation teach 
me that if a man has the know-how 
and is willing to put it into practice, 
he can become independent of land- 
lords in a very short time. If the ten- 
ant in some other section of country 
has the know-how, puts it into prac- 
tice, and still has made a failure in 
the section where he lives, let him 
get right out of that country and come 
out to this, where he will soon own 
as good a farm as there is in the 
entire country. 

I came to this section twelve years 
ago without a dollar. I first worked 
on a farm, then rented for seven years. 
I then had a sale and bought an 
eighty-acre farm, kept that two years, 
and then bought a 200-acre farm for 
$75 per acre. The past year I built 
a large barn. I have now sixty-three 
head of cattle, 120 hogs, two good 
teams of horses, and am nearly out 
of debt. Several others around me 
have done even better than this. 

Stick to the farm. Improve and in- 
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crease your stock every year. Take 
the very best care of them. Do not 
be afraid to get a hustle on you. Keep 
your eyes and ears open, read Wal- 
laces’ Farmer, and if you do not suc- 
ceed let me hear from you later on.

ULCERATED TEETH OF HORSES. 


A Grinnell, Iowa, subscriber writes 
that he has a mare with an enlarge- 
ment on the lower jaw caused by a 
tooth gathering at the root or ulcer- 
ating. Six months ago he had a hole 
bored into the bone from the bottom, 
but the enlargement still remains. 

The ulceration of a lower molar 
tooth is of quite frequent occurrence 
in the horse. In almost all instances 
an enlargement of the lower jaw bone 
with a small opening leading into the 
bone denotes an ulcerated tooth. Un- 
less the affected tooth is removed the 
opening refuses to close, or if it does 
heal, the discharge soon reappears. 
The proper and only satisfactory treat- 
ment is to remove the offending tooth, 
taking care to remove all the root. 
When this is done the enlargement of 
the bone gradually disappears and 
the fistulous tract heals permanently. 

In the case réferred to by the cor- 
respondent some part of the diseased 
tooth was probably not removed, and 
the best thing to do is to take the 
horse to a competent’ veterinary 
surgeon for an operation.

| SOME SU@GESTIONS TO CATTLE 
FEEDERS. 


| It is fully as important to knew 
what not do as to know what to do. 
In fact most of the mistakes in man- 
agement and methods made by cattle 
feeders arise from a lack of knowledge 
of conditions governing the varying 
demand for different classes and 
weights of cattle, hence in many in- 
stances they do the right thing but 
at the wrong time. The purpose of 


this article is to offer some sugges- 
tions which we hope may be found 
helpful in pointing out a few of the 
rocks in the feeder’s pathway and out- 
lining a shorter and more direct road 
to the desired objective point. Being 
upon the market every day we have 
ample opportunity to observe wherein 
feeders err both in the feeding and 
marketing of their cattle. 

For example, it is by no means un- 
usual for a feeder to fatten a light 
weight drove of steers to come te mar- 
ket at a time when beeves of heavy 
weight are in most demand and the 
best sellers, or vice versa. This of 
course does not apply to yearlings, 
there being a steady and reliable de- 
mand for well fattened “baby beef” 
at all times and seasons. Perhaps the 
most common error is that of feeding 
heavy cattle into a hot weather mar- 
ket; that is, for shipment during the 
latter part of May and the months of 
June and July, when light handy- 
weight carcasses are required by the 
trade. 

Steers scaling 1,400 to 1,500 pounds 
are good sellers any time between the 
first of August and first of April, but 
during the last half of April and the 
months of May, June, and July the 
handy-weights are most sought after 
and are the best sellers. Although a 
few loads of heavy cattle can be dis- 
posed of to fair advantage during the 
latter months the demand centers 
principally upon the light weights. A 
few years ago the export trade de- 
manded cattle as heavy as could be 
had, but this is changed and the same 
conditions now apply abroad as in 
this country. While heavier cattle are 
used by the exporters during the win- 
ter months the last of April and fore 
part of May they begin to call for 
steers weighing 1,300 to 1,400 pounds. 

Last June we tfeceived a consign- 
ment of steers that averaged 1,900 
pounds on the market. They were of 
course entirely too heavy, and only 
one or two buyers could use them at 
any price. It is a law of trade that 
the less competition there is for any 
commodity the lower the price must 
be, hence feeders should diligently en- 
deavor to cater to the demands of the 
market, thus insuring the broadest 
possible competition for their cattle. 
While the owner of the 1,900-pound 
beeves alluded to above was produc- 
ing them he could have fed and turned 
off two crops of steers, turning his 
investment twice instead of once, and, 
what is more important, realizing a 
profit instead of sustaining a loss, as 
there can be no money in producing 
cattle of the above extreme weight 
under present conditions. Our ex- 
perience teaches us that short-fed cat- 
tle, as a rule, make the most money; 
that where good thin cattle weighing 
800 to 900 pounds are bought during 
the months of October and November 
they can be carried along on fall pas- 
ture, cornstalks, and other cheap feed, 
until—say the first of March, feeding 
a little corn during January and Feb- 
ruary to keep them gaining; then put- 
ting them on full feed about March 
1st they could be finished to good ad- 
vantage for the May, June, and July 
market, at which time they will sell 
within 15 to 25 centsper hundredweight 
of heavy steers that cost 50 to 75 
cents per hundredweight more to pro- 
duce. Handled in this way beef can 
be produced at a reasonable cost, and 
the feeder escapes a great deal of 
rough weather feeding during January 
and February, at which time cattle 
.make little gain, as it takes most of 
the corn they eat to maintain animal 
heat. 

Another plan which we think can be 
followed to good advantage is to buy 
half-fat heavy steers during Septem- 
ber and feed them ninety to one hun- 
dred days. Cattle with weight can 
usually be fed the above length of 
time to make money. It is very im- 
portant to buy for this purpose steers 
weighing 1,150 to 1,250 pounds, the 
heavier the better, as such cattle with 
one hundred days’ feeding can be 
made heavy enough for export, 


whereas if a man starts in with steers 
weighing 950 to 1,000 pounds he can 
only make them suitable for dressed

cents per hundredweight more than 
the light weights, because they will 
be suitable for the best-paying trade. 

By following the above plan a man 
can make two feeds per year, and 
utilize a great amount of cheap feed 
which would otherwise go to waste.—

TO TEACH A COLT TO “BACK.” 


After the colt fully understands the 
legitimate use of the halter in leading 
is a good time to teach it to back—an 
important and necessary duty in its 
after life of usefulness—which is 
easily accomplished by complying with 
the natural law again—by pressing 
the extended fingers of one hand be- ; 
tween the point of the shoulder and 
the breastbone and using the other 
hand at the halter strap to simply 
keep the colt straight in line, to back 
in any desired direction. 

Don’t try to force the colt back- 
wards by “yanking” at the halter or 
bit, but simply press in this sensitive 
chest cavity with the fingers and the 
colt will naturally go backwards, pro- 
vided there is nothing of any obstruc- 
tion behind it. When this pressure 
has been made at the front and the 
colt has moved backward (if it is only 
one step), it should be rewarded for 
this action, then try it again. About 
the third time this pressure has been 
made it is a good time to associate 
the word “back” with the pressure, 
and the reader will be surprised to 
see how soon the colt will comprehend

USES OF SODA. 


To Hearts and Homes: 

Soda is a composition that helps 
the housewife in a great many differ- 
ent ways. The taste may be removed 
from new wooden bowls and pails by 
scalding with boiling water and soda. 
Lamp burners may be cleaned by boil- 
ing in water in which soda has been 
dissolved. 

Paint and putty stains may be re- 
moved from window glass by rubbing 
with soda. Smoked ceilings that have 
been blackened by a kerosene lamp 
may be cleaned with soda. Rust will 
disappear from tin cooking utensils if 
rubbed thoroughly with soda. 

Soda freshens vegetables if they 
happen to be stale, and helps to make 
them tender if slightly tough. 

Chamois skin may be easily washed 
if a teaspoon of soda is added to the 
water. 

Often soda is used to clean the 
teeth, but this is hard on the enamel 
when used in this manner and should 
not be done at all. Although it 
sweetens the breath and cleans the 
teeth for the time it is also making 
work for the dentist. 

Soda is an excellent remedy for 
burns and scalds. Tan may be re- 
moved from the face and hands by 
washing them in a strong solution of 
soda and water. 

When the feet are sore from walk- 
ing a great distance or from standing 
on them for a great length of time 
relief is obtained by bathing them in 
soda water.

Our Weekly Sabbath School Lesson. 
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WALLACES’ FARMER 
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ELISHA AND THE FARMER’S WIFE 
OF SHUNEM. 


(Notes on the Sabbath School Les- 
son for October 16, 1904.—II. Kings, 
4: 25-37.) 


“So she went and came unto the 
man of God to Mount Carmel. And 
it came to pass, when the man of God 
saw her afar off, that he said to Gehazi 
his servant, Behold, yonder is that 
Shunamite. (26) Run now, I pray 
thee, to meet her, and say unto her, 
Is it well with thee? is it well with 
thy husband? is it well with the child? 
And she answered, It is well. (27) 
And when she came to the man of 
God to the hill, she caught him by the 
feet; but Gehazi came near to thrust 
her away. And the man of God said, 
Let her alone; for her soul is vexed 
within her, and the Lord hath hid it 
from me, and hath not told me. (28) 
Then she said, Did I desire a son of 
my lord? did I not say, Do not deceive 
me? (29) Then he said to Gehazi, 
Gird up thy loins, and take my staff 
in thine hand, and go thy way. If 
thou meet any man, salute him not; 
and if any salute thee, answer him 
not again; and lay my staff upon the 
face of the child. (30) And the mother 
of the child said, As the Lord liveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, I will not leave 
thee. And he arose, and followed her. 
(31) And Gehazi passed on before 
them, and laid the staff upon the face 
of the child; but there was neither 
voice, nor hearing. Wherefore he 
went again to meet him, and told him, 
saying, The child is not awaked. (32) 
And when Elisha was come into the 
house, behold the child was dead, and 
laid upon his bed. 33) He went in 
therefore, and shut the door upon them 
twain, and prayed unto the Lord. (34) 
And he went up, and lay upon the 
child, and put his mouth upon his 
mouth, and his eyes upon his eyes, 
and his hands upon his hands; and he 
stretched himself upon the child; and 
the flesh of the child waxed warm. 
(35) Then he returned, and walked in 
the house to and fro; and went up 
and stretched himself upon him; and 
the child sneezed seven times, and 
the child opened his eyes. (36) And 
he called Gehazi, and said, Call this 
Shunammite. So he called her. And 
when she was come in unto him he 
said, Take up thy son. (37) Then she 
went in, and fell at his feet, and bowed 
herself to the ground, and took up her 
son, and went out.” 

While the kingdom of Judah was 
blessed with some good kings that 
feared the Lord and walked in the 
way of David, the kings of Israel were 
without exception a bad lot, “walking 
in the way of Jeroboam, the son of 
Nebat, who did sin and who made 
Israel to sin.” One would at first sup- 
pose in reading the history of that 
kingdom that the king, court, priest- 
hood, and people were, with the excep- 
tion of the prophets, wholly evil, and 
that there was no faith in the God of 
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Israel in the land. The Scriptures, 
however, while giving with marvelous 
simplicity the history and spirit of the 
ruling classes, enliven the darker 
shades of the picture from time to 
time by giving us glimpses of the life 
of the common people that relieve its 
darker shades and show us that no 
matter how corrupt any government 
may be, there are, nevertheless, good 
people who have faith in God and all 
things good, a chosen remnant, faith- 
ful among the faithless. This lesson 
is one of these pleasant sidelights 
thrown on the darker background. 

Near the little village of Shunem, 
near to Jezreel and Mount Carmel, 
there lived a prosperous farmer. His 
name is not given. He is apparently 
wealthy, has servants and asses at his 
command, to spare even in harvest 
time, and would seem to be a man 
wholly absorbed in his farm opera- 
tions; so much so, in fact, that he 
sends his only son, sick unto death, 
home with a servant. His wife is de- 
scribed as “a great woman,” and evi- 
dently she has the brains of the house- 
hold, acting with an independence of 
her husband that would be refreshing 
even in these days of woman’s rights. 
She, evidently deeply and favorably 
impressed with the work of Elisha on 
one of his visits to the town, invites 
him to dinner, “constrains him,” as the 
context has it, and treats him so roy- 
ally that the prophet stops with her 
every time he comes to the town. She 
persuades her husband to put an addi- 
tion to the house for the prophet’s 
accommodation. “And she said unto 
her husband, behold, now I perceive 
this is a holy man of God which pass- 
eth by us continually. Let us make 
a little chamber, I pray thee, on the 
wall and let us set for him there a bed 
and a table and a stool and a candle- 
stick, and it shall be when he cometh 
to us that he turn thither.” Elisha 
and his servant evidently made fre- 
quent use of this prophet’s chamber. 
One day when resting on the bed it 
occurred to him that some favor 
should be shown to this great woman 
for her manifold acts of kindness. He 
sent his servant to call her and asked 
her if he should use his influence for 
her with the king or with the general 
of the army. A great many women in 
these days if they had a friend who 
had as strong a pull at court as Elisha 
had would certainly have asked for 
an office and possibly a foreign consul- 
ship for her husband. ,@Ve have al- 
ways admired the spirit of this farm- 
er’s wife when she replied, “I dwell 
among my own people,” or, in short, 
“IT have nothing to look for from the 
king of the court; I want no office for 
my husband nor honors for myself. I 
belong to the common people.” We 
can imagine the prophet after she re- 
tired saying to his servant: *“What 
can we do to pay this woman for her 
kindness?” And Gehazi, who was a 
sha irp fellow, remarked, in substance, 

“The great trouble in this family is 
that tuere are no children; that is the 
secret sorrow of their lives.” 

In due time a son is born, according 
to the word of the Lord through the 
prophet, and for years the mother is 
a happy woman. The child is the 
idol of his mother and the pet of his 
father, who, an old man though he is, 
takes him with him to the harvest 


field, where he is overcome with heat. 
A hired hand carries him to his 
mother, and despite all her affection 


and care, in an hour or two he is dead. 
Concealing the fact from her husband, 
who could be of no possible help, she 
sends for a servant and an ass, or, as 
we should say, a fast horse and a 
driver, and said to him, “Drive as fast 
as you can to Mount Carmel,” where 
she knew Elisha was at that time. 
Speechless, she cast herself at his 
feet. Gehazi, the servant, shocked at 
her familiarity, stupidly proposes to 
thrust her away, but the wiser Elisha 
said: “Let her alone for her soul is 
vexed within her and the Lord hath 
hid it from me and not told me.” The 
pent up grief of the broken-hearted 


woman finds expression in these 
words: “Did I not desire a son of my 
Lord? Did I not say, do not deceive 


me?” The prophet sends his servant 
to heal the child, but the mother of 
the child said to him: “As the Lord 
liveth and as thy soul liveth, I will not 
leave thee.” The method in which her 
effectual, fervent prayer was answered 
is briefly told in the words of the 
lesson, which need not be repeated 


here. The joy and peace that reigned 
in that farmer’s home can be imagined 
easier than described. 

It is sad to learn from the eighth 
chapter that during the seven years’ 
famine following this good woman, 
whose husband seems to have died in 
the meantime, lost her farm; we feel 
better on learning that the king of 
Israel made the scoundrel who had 
gobbled it up give it back with all the 
rents and profits. 

Why do this and similar stories ap- 
pear in the pages of the Book that is 
intended to be our guide in life? 
Partly, we think, to relieve the dark- 
ness of the picture that must needs 
be drawn in describing the lives and 
the doings of the rulers, partly to show 
us that even when kings and courts 
are corrupt faith in God rules in the 
hearts of many of the common people, 
and chiefly, we think, to give us a 
lesson as to the value of unwavering 
faith and earnest prayer. Elisha was 
known in those days, when the 
Almighty was worshiped with forms 
and symbols, as “the man of God,” or 
the man who had power with God. As 
the familiar visitor at the courts of 
kings, not merely in his own, but for- 
eign countries, a word from him would 
secure almost any favor desired. 
When this word to the king or the 
captain of the host was offered to a 
woman of the common people it was 
expressly declined and his power with 
God besought with a heart too full 
for utterance. 

The child of God needs no Elisha, 
now that the way to the holiest of all 
is open through the blood of Jesus. 
Is the Lord less willing to hear the 
prayer of any farmer’s wife than He 
was to hear the prayer of the farmer’s 
wife of Shunem? 
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HINTS ON HEALTH. 
To Hearts and Homes: 

In case of sickness, where the 
patient is not able to sit up while the 
bed is being made, move a comfort- 
ably arranged couch in front of the 
bed, gently lift the sick one on this, 
then move it back out of the way so 
the bed can be properly aired and 
shaken up. The satisfaction this 
method affords the patient can only 
be realized after a trial. 

When children must have bad teeth 
pulled or splinters removed from 
hands or feet do not tell them it will 
not hurt, but rather that the sore will 
not get well until the object causing 
the pain is removed. They will soon 
learn the truth of this, and will sub- 
mit quite willingly. 

Do not neglect to give the baby 
plenty of pure, fresh water every day. 
The teething periods of the little 
ones need not be dreaded so much if 
only more mothers would realize that 
proper diet given at regular intervals 
is the one safeguard. Do not expect 
the baby to digest the same kind of 
food a hard-working man does. As a 
general rule young babies should be 
fed every two hours, gradually length- 
ening the period between meals as the 
child grows older. Do not be in too 
great a hurry to give solid foods, and 
do not wake the baby to feed him. 
Much sickness is caused by overfeed- 
ing young: children.

WALLACES’ FARMER 


THE SECOND YEAR OF THE NEW 
LAW. 

The National Dairy Union has re- 
cently submitted its annual report re- 
garding the ten-cent tax on oleomar- 
garine which it did so much to enact 
and defend, and we make a brief sum- 
mary of same. 

In the year 1900 there was manu- 
factured in the United States 107,- 
000,000 pounds of oleomargarine; in 
1901, 105,000,000 pounds; in 1902, 126,- 
000,000 pounds. In 1903, the first year 
in which the tax of ten cents on 
colored oleomargarine took effect, the 
manufactures shrank to 72,000,000 
pounds, a reduction of 44.5 per cent, 
and in 1904 to 48,000,000 pounds, a 
reduction of 33 per cent from the first 


year. There is, therefore, after two 
years operation a little over one-third 
as much oleomargarine made as in 
1902. Of this 1,639,102 pounds paid 
the ten cents tax as artificially colored 
and the rest paid the one-quarter cent 
tax as white or honest oleomargarine. 

The oleomargarine manufacturers 
have done their best to have the law 
declared unconstitutional, but the de- 
cisions of the supreme court have de- 


cided clearly and positively against 


it, deciding in the most positive way 
that congress has a right to tax any 
kind of oleomargarine any amount it 
sees fit. There is, however, one im- 
portant case to be yet decided, prob- 
ably next October, and that is as to 
whether congress can constitutionally 
delegate to the commissioner of in- 
ternal revenue the conclusive right to 
say what oleomargarine is artificially 
colored. Indirectly it involves the use 
of palm oil, which is being used as an 
ingredient for the purpose of impart- 
ing the color which the law forbids. 

When this law was enacted the 
opponents of the measure in the Wash- 
ington lobby and before congress de- 
clared that it was an effort on the 
part of the dairymen to stifle legiti- 
mate competition and the price of but- 
ter would be advanced to forty or fifty 
cents per pound. The advocates of the 
measure contended that the object of 
the bill was to prevent fraud and that 
if butter could have a fair field and 
nothing but honest competition farm- 
ers would step in and furnish enough 
butter to take the place of all the 
oleomargarine which might be crowd- 
ed out of the market. The results 
show that the friends of the bill were 
right. 

In the last two years there has been 
an increase of about ten per cent in 
the amount of butter sent to New York 
and the statistics of butter receipts in- 
dicate that where one pound of oleo- 
margarine has been repressed by the 
law two pounds of butter have been 
produced to take its place. Butter 
has not advanced to forty or fifty cents 
per pound, but the supply seems to 
be in general about enough to meet 
the demand. In fact, there is no one 
product in which the relation between 
supply and demand is more immediate 
than butter. When butter gets below 
a certain point farmers simply quit 
making it and let the calves ‘do the 
milking. When it advances much be- 
yond the paying point they turn in 
and milk the cows. 

We do not know of any better piece 
of legislation than the oleomargarine 
law, for which Wallaces’ Farmer has 
contended earnestly from the very be- 
ginning, and its readers will be grati- 
fied to know that the law has brought 
a blessing with it not only to the 
farmer but to every man, woman, and 
child who wants to eat honest butter 
and pay a fair price for it.

DUAL PURPOSE CATTLE. 


We are having a great deal of 
trouble in getting our readers who 
patronize creameries, or who make 
butter for sale in the cities or towns, 
and in connection with it feed more 
or less cattle, to see that the proper 
way for them to do is to buy a Bab- 
cock test and scales and find out what 
their cows are actually doing, and re- 
ject from their dairy herd at the end 
of the first year every cow that does 
not give 200 pounds of butter. 


We are having even more trouble 
in trying to get our so-called special 
purpose cow friends, like Governor 
Hoard, and John Gould, of Ohio, to 
see that the kind of advice they give 
to their readers, however excellent and 
correct it may be for men who make 
butter-making or cheese-making a 
special business and who sell their 
calves for veals, would be the most 
arrant kind of nonsense when given 
to the farmer who makes beef grow- 
ing his main business and dairying a 
side issue. If we could only get these 
two friends of ours for a year out 
on to a corn and grass farm in central 
Illinois, southern or central Iowa, or 
Nebraska, they would see a great light 
and coincide in their further teachings 
with Wallaces’ Farmer when they are 
addressing the same kind of an audi- 
ence we address. 

In a recent article we urged feeders 
to weed out their herds and in pur- 
chasing a bull to purchase one that 
had a dam and granddam with known 
high milking records for that class of 
cows. Hoard’s Dairyman, after’ quot- 
ing our article, says: 

“We have a great respect for Uncle 
Henry Wallace and we hope he will 
not be offended if we say that the 
foregoing description of how to im- 
prove the dairy qualities of Short- 
horns—with a Babcock test—is about 
as full of dual purpose moonshine as 
anything we have heard or read. It 
is all well enough to test the cows, 
but the difficulty lies back of the cow. 
Where will a man find a Short-horn 
bull that can be relied upon to put 
dairy quality in his calves? Where 
is there a breeder that dares to breed 
a bull that shows in the remotest de- 
gree the dairy form? If a change is 
to be made in the tendencies of the 
Short-horn cattle, it must first proceed 
from the sire. Where is there a Short- 
horn sire of that character? No won- 
der Uncle Henry is ‘unable to give 
the information desired.’ And all the 
Babcock test machines in the world 
will not change a single drop of blood 
or breeding tendency in the Short- 
horn buJJs of the country. It can not 
be done that way. The breeders have 
gone miles over the dairy line with 
their bulls, breeding for beef all the 
while, making great hulks of meat, 
and still all the time telling the people 
that they are breeding for dual pur- 
pose. It will take them years to get 
faced about towards the dairy temper- 
ament. There is not a standard bred 
Short-horn bull in the land that the 
breeders think anything of, that looks 
any more like a dairy bred bull than 
does an elephant. This testing the 
cows and breeding in more beef is a 
queer way of making a combination 
of milk and meat that will not result 
in more meat. It is travesty on every 
principle of scientific breeding.” 

Seriously, now, would Governor 
Hoard advise a farmer who has a 
quarter or half section of land, any 
amount of roughage, pasture, and 
cheap corn, to abandon his methods 
of farming and turn it altogether into 
a dairy farm, hiring hands to milk 
the number of cows that such a farm 
would carry? If he would, and his 
advice were generally followed in 
these states, butter would be no price 
and there would be a famin? for beef. 
Or, would he advise him to keep on 
with his general plans and buy a Jer- 
sey bull and ruin his herd for beef- 
making purpose, making his calves 
simply manure factories for his corn 
and fodder? Or, would he advise him 
to buy a Holstein and have the air 
blue with profanity for half a mile 
around every time a cattle feeder 
comes around to buy his yearling and 
two-year-old steers? 





Farmers in the corn and grass belt | 


have too much sense to do either of 
these two things. They must make 
beef-making their main business. 
Therefore, they can not. go to the 
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special purpose breed for dairy 
potency. The only thing they can do 
is what we have been advising for lo, 
these many years, namely, to weed 
out their poor cows, learn how to feed 
the others a balanced ration, and de- 
velop herds that will furnish from 200 
to 300 pounds of butter per annum. 
This is not to be sneezed at even by 
owners of special purpose herds. 

Our friends teil us that we can not 
combine beef-making and butter-mak- 
ing in the same hide. You can not 
find either beef-making nor butter- 
making in its perfection in the same 
hide any more than you can combine 
draft power and speed, or any more 
than you can combine the perfect mut- 
ton machine and the perfect wool 
machine in the same hide, or than you 
can combine meat and eggs under the 
same feathers. That can not be done, 
but the Plymouth Rock chicken is a 
standing proof that you can get a 
paying quantity of both. The Shrop- 
shire sheep is another witness. There 
are hundreds of herds of cows kept 
on farms in Iowa, Nebraska, and even 
in Illinois and Wisconsin, which bear 
testimony to the fact that good profits 
are secured by disregarding the advice 
of our special purpose dairy friends 
so far as breeding is concerned. The 
fact is, as all the world knows, the 
great bulk of the milk produced in 
the world is not produced by the 
special purpose dairy cows but 7 the 
despised dual purpose cows. 

It all depends on the point of view, 
or, rather, what object the farmer has 
in view. If we were converting one 
of our farms into a dairy farm, buying 
a large amount of our feed, and aim- 
ing solely to produce milk, we would 
not use the dual purpose Short-horn 
or Red Poll or any other dual purpose 
breed, but we would go straight to 
the Jerseys, and among the Jerseys 
we would select those that had the 
least possible tendency to produce 
beef, or if we wanted to sell milk by 
the gallon we would take the Holstein, 
and we would sell all the calves at 
six months old or under. 

If we were growing beef entirely 
and had cheap lands on which we 
could afford to keep a cow for the 
chance of a calf we would ignore the 
dual purpose cow, or the cow of the 





above mentioned breeds with the best 
milking qualities, and would select 
cows from breeds that gave simply 
enough milk to supply the wants of 
the calf. More than that would be a 
nuisance. 

Our critics fail to see, and it seems 
that we can not possibly make them 
see, that the dual purpose cow is quite 
as much a special purpose cow as 
either the pronounced beef cow or the 
pronounced dairy cow. So long as 
farms are large and produce more 
coarse feed than can be used in a 
special purpose dairy herd farmers 
will, notwithstanding all the critics 
have said, select dual purpose cattle, 
or cattle that will give a paying quan- 
tity of milk and at the same time pro- 
duce a class of beef which, while it 
can not be called fancy, will come 
within from 15 cents to 25 cents, when 
properly fed, of bringing the top of 
the market, and they are wise in doing 
this. 

When farms in the great corn and 
grass states are cut up into eighty’ 
acres and population in the United 
States increases so that it will pay a 
good price for this enormous output 
of butter then the special purpose cow 
will find a larger place on these 
prairies. Until that time the farmer 
will stick to his dual purpose animals, 
only he will learn to take our advice 
to weed out the dead beat boarders, 
will get all the good he can out of 
Hoard’s Dairyman and John Gould in 
the way of learning to prepare a bal- 
anced ration, but disregard their ad- 
vice about breeding, and will be wise 
in doing so.

The Hog. 


Contributions on subjects connected with swine 
management are cordially invited. 
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A RATION FOR BROOD SOWS AND 
YOUNG PIGS. 


A Sac county, Iowa, correspondent 
writes that he is feeding pigs from 
four to six months old equal parts by 
measure of corn, oats, and wheat, and 
wishes to know which is the best way 
to feed it—dry, moist, or a thin slop. 
The pigs have access to a blue grass 
pasture. He also asks whether the 
above ration would be all right for 
brood sows before and after farrow- 
ing. 

This ration approximately consists 
of two parts corn, two parts wheat, 
and one part oats, and would make an 
excellent ration. We do not think 
much of oats as a ration for pigs when 
it forms the principal element of the 
ration. They are usually too high in 
price and contain a large per cent of 
hull or woody fiber. They are not 
objectionable when they constitute, as 
in this case, about one-fifth of the 
ration. 

Feeding this ration dry, there would 
be considerable waste. Therefore, we 
would prefer to make it into a thick 
slop. It would be pretty hard to get 
a better ration of grains grown on the 
farm for brood sows either before or 
after farrowing than the above. 





THE PRODUCTION OF BACON. 


As our readers all know, Denmark 
and Canada are the great competitors 
in the English market for the highest 
quality of bacon. They do not furnish 
all of it by any means, for quite a 
considerable per cent of the English 
bacon comes from the Chicago Stock 
Yards, the product of the well bred 


pigs weighing from 150 to 175 pounds 
and about as fat as the purchasers of 
the lard hogs like to have them when 
they put them into the pen for a six 
weeks’ finish. The best qualities, 
however, and those which bring the 
highest price, come from Canada, 
from Denmark, and from Ireland. 
Prof. G. E. Day, of the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, Guelph, has recently 
visited Denmark in order to study the 
methods of production there, and espe- 
cially the method of co-operative pack- 
ing which has given the Danish bacon 
such a high standing in the markets of 
the world. 

He finds in comparing bacon in the 
Smithfield market that Danish bacon 
is remarkably uniform in quality and 
has a larger proportion of lean to fat 
than even that sent from Canada. This 
seems to be the result of two causes: 
First, uniform methods of breeding; 
the establishment of breeding farms 
of the Large Yorkshire hogs and using 
the sires from these farms on the ordi- 
nary Danish hog, which is very similar 
to the Yorkshire in body, bone, and 
color, but has a long, narrow head, 
very light jowl, heavy, drooping ears, 
and a light neck and shoulder, is of 
strong constitution and an easy feeder. 

The second cause is the abundance 
of skim-milk and buttermilk which is 
furnished by the dairies in that coun- 
try, for it must be remembered that 
Denmark is a country given over to 
intensive farming, every available foot 
of soil being under cultivation. For 
concentrates these hogs grown on 
skim-milk are given barley and oats, 
and in some sections American corn. 

The curing factories are mainly co- 
operative although there are independ- 
ent factories also in existence, and 
the same method of disciplining co- 
operators prevails there that prevails 
among the co-operative elevators here. 
independent factory offers a 
higher price to the farmer and he ac- 
cepts it he is fined from $2.50 to $3.00 
for every hog he sells to the independ- 
ent factory. Each man’s hogs are 
killed and graded separately and he 
is paid according to the price agreed 
upon for the different grades and the 
profit divided proportionately among 
the interested parties at the close of 


, the year. 


Professor Day, however, finds that 
it costs about 6 cents per pound live 
weight to grow hogs in that country, 
and he holds the belief that whenever 
hogs drop to less than 6 cents per 
pound the Danish farmer will cease 
to be a competitor in the world’s mar- 
ket. If hogs can not be grown for 
less than 6 cents per pound in Den- 
mark the American hog grower need 
not fear losing his practical monopoly

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OUR WEEKLY MARKET LETTER. 
Chicago, Oct. %.—Encouraging trade 
reports are coming in, and it is be- 


lieved that the country has brighter times 
ahead. Things looked rather blue a few 
months ago, but since then a marked 
improvement has taken place, and pre- 
dictions are heard on all sides that 1904 
will be a far better year for merchants 
and manufacturers than 1903 has been. 
On the whole, however, the present year 
has been no worse than most years when 
a president is to be elected, aside from 
the long-drawn out labor complications. 
Recently several mammoth manufactur- 


ing enterprises have reopened their 
shops after they had remained closed 
for a considerable period, among them 


being the International Harvester Com- 
pany, which employs about seven thou- 
sand men. At about the same time the 
great Pullman works located near Chi- 
cago made arrangements for reopening 
its plant in a short time. In both in- 
stances labor unions received the cold 
shoulder, the concerns refusing to recog- 
nize them, and taking the men back on 
their individual merits. The present 
tendency of wages is downward, and the 
firms referred to above have made cuts 
from their former wage schedule. Mer- 
chants are doing a satisfactory fall busi- 
ness in dry goods and various other lines 
of merchandise, and collections are re- 
ported as comparatively easy. The wheat 
crop, as everybody knows, is a very small 
one, and farmers will be able to get high 
prices once more for marketable wheat. 
The corn crop, on the contrary, promises 
to be a liberal one. Most of the crop 
is reported as out of danger, and recent 
Washington advices have been encour- 
aging, the grain being favored with al- 
most perfect weather conditions. A good 
deal of currency has been shipped to 
assist in moving the crops, but not 
enough to embarrass the banks, and loans 
are made by the Chicago banks at 4% to 
5 per cent. 

The farmer who owns choice cattle 
these times is remarkably fortunate, for 
the demand for such is extremely good, 
and prices are moving upward most of 
the time. Every week of late has shown 
an advance, and last week saw prime 
steers selling for $6.55 per 100 pounds, or 
30 cents higher than two weeks earlier. 
This firmness has by no means extended 
to undesirable grades, and they have been 
weakening under the strain of the heavy 
supply. The poorest beef stevrs are taken 
below $3.00, and when natives are hbruught 
into competition with range stock they 
are likely to suffer in price. Recent sales 
of native steers have been largely at 
$4.25 to $6.10, with no really choice lots 
taken lower than $6.00, while pretty good 
steers went at $5.00 and upward. Cows 
and heifers sold at an extreme range 
of $1.00 to $5.30, but sales at $5.00 and 
over were fancy Herefords, and not much 
was done higher than $4.00, the best can- 
ners fetching $2.00. Bulls have found 
buyers at $1.75 to $4.15, calves selling at 
$2.00 to $7.00, and milkers and springers 
at $20 to $45 per head. Western range 
cattle are being marketed freely most of 
the time, and they are meeting with a 
fair demand at $2.75 to $4.40 for steers 
and $2.00 to $3.50 for cows and heifers. 
There is more encouragement for buyers 
of feeders, now that a fine corn crop is 
practically assured, and the splendid mar- 
ket for finished beef cattle of a high 
grade also stimulates the trade in feeder 
cattle, which are selling at $3.00 to $4.00, 
with pretty good lots selling around $3.40. 
Prices for the best feeders are held up 
by the smallness of the supply, but com- 
mon stockers are in excessive supply and 
weak at $1.90 to $2.50, with a moderate 
demand. <A few prime feeders have sold 
as high as $4.15 to $4.25, and some in- 
ferior little stockers sold around $1.75. 
During the latter part of the week the 
general market for beef cattle weakened 
under the continued liberal offerings, and 
prices closed largely 20 to 40 cents lower 
than a week earlier. It would be a good 
policy for stockmen to market their *cat- 
tle in a more conservative way for the 
next few weeks. 

The hog receipts at all. western mar- 
kets have continued of very moderate 
proportions for another week, and the 
average weight has been falling off, there 
being a larger percentage of light weights 
among the daily offerings. The demand 
has been variable, starting off active at 
decidedly higher prices for all except the 
commonest droves, but becoming smaller 
later, with a limited shipping demand, 
resulting in a reaction in prices. The 
Chicago packers are bearish in sentiment, 
but whether they will be able to put the 
market on a much: lower basis in the 
near future is extremely doubtful in view 
of the hog shortage. Moderate weight 
hogs of the butcher class have been sell- 
ing at the highest prices, while rough 
old sows of heavy weight sold much the 


worst. There seems to be no abatement 
in the consumption of fresh pork, and 
the demand for hogs is mainly for satis- 


of the trade. Pro- 
visions have been meeting with a good 
cash demand at average strong prices. 
Hogs sold on Saturday at $5.20 to $6.15, 
the best being 5 cents lower than a week 
earlier. 

The ranges have been making fairly 
large shipments of both sheep and lambs, 
although fewer have been received than

in recent weeks. The general demand 
has been as good as usual, and the call 
for feeder sheep and lambs from the 


ranges has actually exceeded the supply. 
Lambs have been selling anywhere from 


$3.75 to $6.00 per 100 pounds, native 
flocks selling the highest, and feeders 
have made their purchases largely at 
$4.65 to $4.75, a few selling at $4.25, or 
even lower. Western range sheep have 
sold on a basis of $2. 00. to $4.00, with 
feeders paying $2.00 to $3.25 for ewes and 
$3.35 to $3.65 for a while range 


yearling wethers sold to feeders at $3.75 
to $3.90. Native rams are taken at $2.50 
to $3.00, while ewes sell at $1.75 to $4.25, 
with breeding ewes active at $4.00 to $4.20. 
Arrangements are being made for feed- 
ing enormous numbers of sheep and lambs 
the coming winter in Ohio, Michigan, and 
other states, and so long as profits are 
as good as in recent vears the sheep will 
not cease to be popular on the farm, as 
well as on the range. During the latter 
part of the week sheep and lambs had a 
break in prices owing to larger receipts, 
the best lambs selling at $5.85, but export 
wethers closed firm at $4.35 for the best.
